li. HE Head-Ach isa mok troublefome Senfa- 
£ [ “tion‘in the nervous Membranes of the Head, 
: produced by. various. Caufes, and attended 
with. different Symptoms, according to its different 
Degrees, and the Place where, it is feated.. 

The moft common Seat of this Difea/e is the Peri- 
cranium, a Membrane which invefts the Scull, co- 
heres with the Mufcles next the Scull, and is joined 
to the Dura Mater by fome Fibres which pafs thro’ 
the Sutures. It is a thin nervous Membrane of ex- - 
quifite Senfe. It may likewife be in the Skin that 
‘covers the Scull, and in the dura Mater ; this laft but 
_feldom happens; but when it does, it is very dan- 

gerous. ‘There may likewife be a very acute Pain

Hfthe Head-Ach be flight and affeéts a particular 
Part of the “Head, it is called Cephalalgia ; if the” 
whole, Cephalea; if one Sde ‘only, Hemicrania ; if 
there is a fixed Pain on the Top of the Head, which 
may be covered with the End of the Thumb, it is 
called Clavus byfiericus. 
_ ‘The general Caufe of the Head-Ach is a Hindrance 
- of the free Circulation of the Blood through the Vef- 
fels of the Head. YS ee ae 
When the Blood rufhes with Impetuofity, and in 
too great Plenty into the Membranes, which may 
happen to the P/ethoric, to thofe whofe ufual Bleed- 
ing at the Nofe is fupprefied, and to young Perfons, 
there is a Pain inthe whole Head, which becomes 
hhot, fwells, achs, and looks red; the Vefiels {well, 
and there is a ftrong Pulfation in thofe of the Neck 
and Temples. The Noftrils ‘are dry and parched, 
there is a burning Heat and Drought in the Fawces. 
When the Veflels of the Head are fluffed witha 
anucous Serum from a Stoppage of the Running of 
the Nofe, then there is a heavy, .obtufe, prefling 
Pain, chiefly in the Fore-part of the Head, in which 
there feems to be fuch a Weight, that the Patient 
an fearce hold it up. Sometimes the Skin is fo 
dwelled that it will pit. ‘! 
_ Sometimes it happens from the ferous, fharp cau- 
ftic Matter of the French Difeafe, which infefts the 
Pericranium,and often caufes a Caries in the Scull, 
Sometimes it. may proceed from Matter of a faline 
cauftic Nature, driven back from the external Parts ; 
as, inthe Gout, ftch, Eryfipelas of the Head, Gutta 
‘rofacea; in the Smal/-Pox and Meafles, before the 
“\gnorbid Matter is expelled’te-the outward Skin, or 
avhich is warfe, when it is driven back. In thefe 
Cafes, when.a {mall Quantity of cauftic Matter caufes 
the Pain, it rather proceeds from a violent Stricture 
of the Membranes than from their Difenfion. 
£y sf 3 ere 
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There is likewife a moft violent, fixed, conftant> 
and almoft intolerable Head- Ach, which brings on a 
Debility both of Body and Mind, hinders Sleep, di- 
flurbs Digeftion, deftroys the Appetite, caufes a 
Vertigo, Dimnefs of Sight, Blindnefs, a Noife in the 
Ears, Convulfions, and the Epilepfy ; and by Con- 
fent of the other nervous Parts of the Body, produces: 
Vomiting, Coftivenefs, Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, 
and the Countenance of a dying Perfon. : 

Sometimes the Head- Ach is fymptomatic and at- 
tends upon continual and intermitting Fevers, and 
efpecially the Qyartan; irregular Flowing of the 
Menjes, the hypochondriac Paffion, and the like. A 
Hemicrania generally proceeds from a Fault in the 
Stomach, from Crudities or Indigeftion, and com- 
monly appears when Digeftion is. performed. 

The Head-Ach is not always without Dangers lf 
the Caufe of the Pain is within the Scull, and is vio- 
lent and conftant, attended with a Fever, and Want 
of Sleep, it portendsa Phren/y. If it fuddenly at- 
tacks the Hypochondriac,. or thofe that are prone to 
Melancholy, efpecially if preceded -by a vio'ent Paf- 
fion of the Mind, and deprives the Patient of Sleep 
and Appetite, and is joined to Difficulty of Hearing, 
and an internal Pulfation of the Veflels, and all theic 
without a Fever, it prefages Madne/s. But when 
the Pain in the Head is fudden and very acute, with 
a Noife in the Ears, difficult Walking, a Weaknef3 
of the Knees, an [mpediment and Slownefs of 
Speech, it is the Forerunner ef an Apop/exy or a 
Paljy. (mn which laf the Pain is greater on the well 
Side than the difeafed, becaufe the latter has loft all 
Senfation*, When young Perfons have frequent 


* Twas very lately and very unhappily a Witnefs to the 
Fruth of this Obfervation: An Apothecary in my Company 
was fuddenly ftruck with a Palfy on the left Side of his Body. 
He complained as well: as he could of a Pain in the right Side 
of his Head, anda great Tingling in the Paralytic Side, His. 
Memory was almoft immediately loft, ‘ 
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Head-Achs, it isa Sign they will hereafter, be af- 
_flicted with the Gout. 

_ The Curative Indications are, 1.'To divert the 
Impetus of the Blood and Humours from the Head, 
and to difcufs them by fuitable Remedies. 2. To: 
relax the fpaltic Stri€tures of the Membranes. of the 
Head, the Caufe of which is a fharp cauftic Matter, 
that the Fluids may have a freer Circulation. 3.'To 
correét the peccant Matter and evacuate it gently, 
through the moft convenient Emunctories. 4. To 
lee a Return by ftrengthening the whole nervous 
‘Syftem by proper Remedies, and efpecially by an 
accurate Diet and a fuitable Regimen. 

When the Blood rufhes to the Head in too great 
Quantity, Bleeding is necefary, more particularly uz - 
der the Tongue, in the Forebead, in the Fugulars,. or 
by. Leeches behind the Ears. If the Body abound: 
with too much Blood, it will be beft to bleed’ in the’ 
Ancle firft, and the next Day, or the Day after ina 
Vein about the Head. But firft of all cleanfe the 
Body by any emo/lient Cly/er, or by giving an Infufion 
of Rbzbarb and Manna, with Cream of Tartar. ; 

Toreftrain the Orgafm of the Blood it will be pro 
per to give a diaphoretic and abforbent Mixture, » 
with dicphoretic Antimony, purified Nitre, burnt Hart’s- 
horn and Dizecdium., diluted with a fufficient Quan- 
tity of fuitable fimple difilled Waters. Or the fol- 
jowing Emulfion ;

On the Day thefe Pills are taken, let the Patient 
take nothing but thin Broths. After three Days. 
they may be repeated again. When the vitiated 
Serum has been futhciently evacuated, then give. 
frrengthening Remedies mixed with Diuretics, At the- 
fame time the Patient fhoukd ufe Exercife to make 
him fweat, with ftrong Frictions, and fach Aliment. - 
and Liquors as tend to promotea Difcharge by 
' Urine. | 

If: this Method fails of Succefs, apply a Blifter~ 
made with an Ounce of the Emplaffrux attraben:, 
and a Dram of Cantharides, adding a few Grains of. 
Gamphire. It may be of the Size of'a Crown-Piece, 

and applied tothe Nape of the Neck ; it fhould be 
often renewed, and continued for a long Time. 
When the Difeafe is evident to the Sight and Touch, 
from the. Serum ftagnating under the Skin of the 
Head, a Bliffer may be laid all over the Head with 
great Advantage. 

When there is an intenfe Paix remaining fixed in 
one Place, lying pretty deep in the Membranes, the: 
Herb Ranunculus vfed as a Veficatory has a wonder. 

fal Efficacy, It is the wprizht Meadow-Crowfuot, : 
with Leaves like the 4zemonz, and if tafted, is ex. 
tremely biting to the Tongue. The Leaves muftbe 
bruifed in a Marble Mortar, and the Part, if hairy, 
fhaved, then a /ficking Plajfer is to be laid on it, 
with a Hole about the Bignefs of a Silver Penny,and. 
the Leaves over that ; juit in the fame Manner as 2 
Caukic, This is an Experiment of Chefneau’s-; and 
B 3 I, 
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I have had the like Succefs by mixing equal Parts 0, 
volatile Sal Ammoniac and Pozoder of Muftard-Seed 
laying it on the Part in the fame Manner. 

When it is caufed by a Suppreffion of a Coryza or 
Running of the Nofe, a Smelling-Bottle of volatile. 
Salts fhould be held frequently thereto. Or the Pa- 
tient may take Aerh-Snuff,. with the Addition of 
Flowers of Benjamin avd Powder of Cloves. 

When the. Head-Ach arifes from a corrupted Mays 
of Bicod and an impure Serum; as in the Scarvy and: 
Lies Venerea; a Decoftiin of the Woods with crude 
Antimony may be ferviceable, after.Evacuations with. 
the Pills recommended above. Fafing a Day now 
and then with Ledour and Exercife, will likewife be. 


ufeful ; as alfo a Svdorific, for which Purpofe, I ad- 
vife the following Powder ; .

profufe Evacuations of the Menfes or Hemorrhoids,_

If the Head-Ach is jo intolerable as to endanger the 
Patient’s Life, ox is attended with continual Watchingy. 
Fainting Fits, a Fever, an Inflammation ora Delirium, 
Recourfe muft be immediately had to Opiares with. 
Native Cinnabar, afer a C/y/er has been firft given. 
Externally, 1 know nothing more efficacious than:

Ifthere is an Extravafation under the Pericrazium, 
and the Humour is: fo fharp as to begin to render the 
Bone carious, then Recourfe muft be had to Incifion.

In fome Kinds of Head-Ach. it will be proper to 
open the frontal Vein. 

- Some advife bleeding in the Temporal Artery, but 
this ] have never-tried, becaufe bleeding in the Fz- 
gular Vein will anfwer the fame End ; but if any think . 
it expedient to open a-Vein in the Temples, itis. 
fafeft near the. Articulation of the lower Jaw. . 

When the Patient’s Strength will not bear the Lofs- 
of Blood, temperate. Pedi/uvia will be beneficial, and. 
ftrong Friétions of the Feet with acourfe Cloth; as. 
as alfo Cataplafms- of Horfe-Radifh and Salt laid. 
thereto. 

Ifthe Head-Ach arifes from afudden Orgafm in ” 
the Blood, proceeding from Heat, Exercife or La- 
bour, Evacuations of any Kind are not then proper 5. 
but rather cooling Draughts with Nitre. Horr. 

Campbire diflolved in any cephalic. Spirit, and. 
fnuffed up the Noftrils will allay the Pain in the . 
Head. Grorenve.t, Or the Juice of Ground: Ivy.

HE WHeart- Burn isa Pain more or lefs violent: 

about the. Pit of the Stomach, with Anxiety, a. 
Navfea,, and.often a Reaching, or afiual: Vomiting. 

The Cau/es are vitiated Humours in the Stomach, 

vellicating and gnawing the Stomach itfelf, or its Jef 
Orifices, which the Ancients called Cardia. [Hoff 
man thinks the right Orijice, that is, the Py/orus is. 
the Seat of this Difeafe }) The Stomach thus irritated 
a painful Senfation is excited, and /pa/modic Con/fric- 
tions,. which occafion a Naufea and Vomiting. But 
common Heart-Burns are generally without Vomiting. 
The Heart-Burn may alfo proceed from Wind and 
Indizefion, and now and then from Worms; but 
more frequently from. Conge/tions of Blood about the 
Stomach, which may happen to-thofe who are full 
ef Blood, but more efpecially to the Hypochondrian 
and Hy/fferic, when vomiting of Blood not feldom. 
enfues. It may likewife accompany acute Fevers,. 
but efpecially the Melignant. 

The Cure of a common Heart-Bura from Indigef- 
tion, and the Acrimony of:the Contents: of the Sto- 
mach, which chiefly happens in.a Morning with 
Wind, may be performed only by drinking Tea or 
Coffee; or a Deco&tion of Camomile Flowers ; as alfo 
by taking Bitrers, ora Dram of Powder of Orange- 
Pee/, or Camomile Flowers in a {mall Glafs of Wine 
made pretty hot, and fweetened withSugar. [The tefa 
ceous and absorbent Powders are excelleat in this Cafe; 
fuchas the Tatelle Cardialzig, or Lozenges forthe 
Heart-Burn, which may be carried in the Pocket 
-andtaken at Pleafure ; about a Dram is fufficient. 
fora Dofe The following Julap will alfo.anfwer:

which corrodes and rends the Ligaments and 
nerveo-glandulous Coats, by which the Roots of the 
Teeth are kept firm in their Sockets, and where- 
with they are invefted. 

It isa kind of a Rheumatic Dijorder, for we have 
often obferved that Pains of the Joints and Shoulders 
have fhifted to the Sidé of the Head, and have in- 
vaded the Teeth and Gums with violent Pain. On 
the contrary, Pains of the Head and ‘Teeth have 
fallen into the Arms and Shoulders. - 

The Seat of the Toth Ach’ may alfo be in the Ca- — 
vity or internal Parts of the Teeth themfelves, that 

is, 
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is, in the little ozfcwlar Cord compofed of the ner- 
vous Membrane, an Artery, a Vein, and a Lym- 
phatic Veffel, which may either be difended by /rag- 
nating Serum, or be affected with a /pa/fic Conftrifion, 
efpecially if the Tooth is carious, and the Caries 
reaches the faid Cord. ; - 
Asin the Govt, there is Pain, Rednefs, a Tumour, 
anda /ittle Fever, fo they fometimes appear with the 
Tooth-Ach. ‘There is alfo frequently a copious Dif- 
charge of Saliva, which proceeds froma painful 
Spa/m which conftringes the Lymphatic and Venous 
Vceflels. | 
As the Rheumatifm appears in intemperate, and a 
fudden Change of, Weather ; fo it is with the Toor- 
ree efpecially when the Weather is hot and col¢ 
Fits. 

"The whole Zntention of Cure confifts in deriving 
and diverting the impure fcorbutic Serum from the 
Head, and then carrying it off through proper E- 
munctories ; and afterwards to ftrengthen the Parts, 

This is to be done by /aline, emollient and purga- 
tive Clyfers ; by warm Pediluvia of Rain Water and 
Wheat Bran, with Venice Soap, and ufed juft before 
Bed-time ; by Laxatives of Manna and Ca/fa dif. 
folved in Whey, or Affes Milk, or mineral Waters. 
If the Patient is pletheric or full of Blood, Bleeding 
in the Foot, will derive the Humours from the 
Head. | ; 
| Sudorific Remedies are alfo proper, but more efpe- 
cially an Electuary made of Rod of Elder- Berries, 
burnt Hart’s-Horn, diaphoretic Antimony, and a few 
Grains of Nitre, which cannot be too highly praif- 
ed. Or an Ounce of the R»J may be taken in Broth 
to promote a Diaphorefis ; andit may be ufed exter- 
rally, diflolved in Beer in the Manner of a Gargle, 
which will yield immediate Relief to the Patient, 

When the Patient is fubje&t to Catarrhi, is feor- 
wutic or cachedtic, then mizeral Waters are molt pro. — 


he 
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per; and if the Patient is of a weak, bilious Confti- 
tution, the Water fhould be mixt with 4/25 Mu. 

Outwardly may be applied Bags, filled with pare- 
goric and emollient Species, Lach as Elder, Melilot, and 
Camomile Flowers, Bayand Faniper- Berries, Caraway 
and Millet Seeds, and decrepitated Salt. They muft 
be laid on warm, and arevery fafe. 

A Drop or two of Oi/ of Cloves or Box applied to 
a carious Tooth with Cotton, are Medicines not to be 
defpifed. Camphorated Spirit of Wine mixt with 
Saffron, Caftor and Opium made intoa Liniment, and 
Jaid to the Gums and hollow Teeth, often gives the 
Patient Eafe. | | 
~ When the Tooth--Ach proceeds from a rotten, hol- 
low Tooth, it will be beft to burn the little nervous 
Cord, which is the Seat of the Pain, with an efual 
Cautery ; and then the Cavity may be filled up with 
a Mixture of Wax and Ma/fich. I have known this 
attended with great Succefs. | 

But if this cannot, or is not permitted to be done, 
the only Remedy left is to have the Tooth drawn. 
But if the Patient is p/ethoric, it will be fafeft to bleed 
firtt, for Fear of a fatal Hemorrhage.

The Caujeis.often an Inflammation 
or U/cer of the Ear,. attended with a remarkable 
Heat, a tenfi ve beating Pain, a Rednefs, a Fever, and 
even fometimes a De/irium..

But Hales rightly conje€tured that Lime-Water 
alone was likely to have a good Effe& in diffolving 
the Stone; which put Dr. Whytt apon making Ex- 
periments therewith, which have happily fucceeded, 
‘whence he propofes the following Mtbod of Cure. 

Let the: Pauent fwallow in any Form an Ounce 
of Alicant Soap every Day, and drink three Pints or 
more of Oiffer or Cockle-Shell Lime Water*. If the 
Soap be taken in Pills, it may be divided into three 
Dofes, the /arge/ muft be taken early in the Morne 
ing fafting ; the /econd at eleven before Noon, and - 
the rhird at five in the Afternoon, drinking after 
‘each Dofe alarge Draught of Lise Water, the re- 
‘mainder of which may be drank at Meals, inftead 

~ of the ufual Liquors. 

The dijagreeable Tafle of the Lime Water may 
be mitigated by adding avery fmall Quantity of zew 
Mik to it; and is quite deftroy’d by wathing the 
Mouth immediately, with a little Vinegar and Wa- 
ter, and carefully fpitting it out again. A Dram 
and a half, or two Drams of ‘Juniper- Berries, infuled 
in every Quart Bottle will mend its Tafte much. But 
if the Patient diflikes Pills, let him diffolve an Ounce 
of Soap ina Pint anda halfof warm Lime-Water 
made of Shells, which have been long expofed to the © 
Weather, and take this at three different Times, 
drinking the reft of the Lime-Water by itfelf.

* To make Liime-Water with Oifter or Cockle-Shells, the 
Proportion is feven of eight Pints of Water, toa Pound cf cal- 
cined Shells ; the Shells will calcine in any Fire provided it be 
hot enough: and the Cockle and Oifter-She!ls with much le& 
trouble than Egg-Shells. If they are brittle and white they 
are fufficiently burnt; but if grey they muff be put inte the 
Fire again. If you pour cold Water on the Shell-Lime little 
Heat or Ebullition enfues; yet the Water got off it feems to 
have as great a Power of Diffolving the Stone, as when made 
with boiling Water, but is harfh and difagreeable.

the Stone diflolving, for feveral Menrhs, or if the 
Stone be large, Years; during which Time he thould 
abfain from acid or fermentéd Liquors.

and the Chancre, if any, brought: into view... The 
like muft be done for the Cry/fa/line, in order to dif- 
charge the imprifoned rita and forward.the Sub=. 
fidence of the Prepuce, thereby inflated and puft up. , 

The affected Parts in Women -fhould .likewife :be 
fomented with the like emollient and mucilaginous 
Decoétion, of the Roots of Mar/b Mallow s,. W bite- 
Lilly, Weater-Lilly ; the Leaves of Brank-Urfine, 
Mallows, Linfeed, &c. feveral Times.a Day. . Afiter- 
ward, a Pe/Jary made of Linen or Sponge dipped in 
_ the emollient gaane & fhould be.introduced into the 
Vagina. 
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~ VEL. Of Tubercles and Schirrous Cords. 
The Tubercle'is a Callofity remaining after healing 
the Chancres of the G/ans, which hinders the free 
Play of the Forefkin over the Glas. If this will not 
yield to a ftrong mercurial Unfion, the only Remedy 

is Circumcifion. ; ¢ 

The Shirrous Cords are Tubercles which arife 
where there has been no Ulceration, and may be felt 
under the Skin of the Peis, fometimes round and 
fometimes like a /mal/ Cérd. ‘They arife gradually 
and difappear with the Help of a little mercurial 
Un&ion, and a Courfe of mercuria/ Purging, unlels

’ The venereal Porri whofe Seat is the Pudenda, if 
they are recent, fmall and foft, fometimes dry and 
fall off of themfelves, after the Poifon has been de- 
froyed by mercurial Fri@ioas; but if they are hard, 
large, and have deep Roots, they will fometimes 
continue after them, and grow. like Warts in other 
Parts of the Body. In this Cafe they muft be cut 
with the Point of the Sciffars as near the Skin as pofs 
fibley anda mercurial Plafter muft be prepared with 
a large Proportion of Mercury and mixt with Diach. 
cum Gum. to promote a Suppuration, and to diffolve 
the Callofities at the Bafes of the Purri, before a Ci- 
catrix is formed. 

- Batif the Bafs is hard and furrounded with hard 
and deep Callofities, flight mercurial Fridiovs mult 
be ufed, and the Wound muft ‘be drefied with Ba- 
Silicon, {prinkled with Red Precipitate, to confume 
the Callofities by little and little, to foften the Edges 
of the Ulcers and difpofe them to heal. If this 
fhould fail, ftronger Corrofives fhould be. ufed; but 
_ thefe are rarely neceflary, if the Fri€tions have been 
_ well-performed, hi tg 
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The fame Direions are applicable to the whole 
Tribe of Condylomata, Criffe, Mora, Fici either about 
the Pudenda or Anus. Astruc. Turner has known 
them to dry’up with Ciznabar Fumigations, but if 
thefe fail he advifes to rub the Rootsdown with 
Cauftics, and for the Patient’s greater Security. to 
take the Quickdilver Pall, with a ftrong Decoétion of 
Guaiac ; but when other Symptoms of a Luves appear, 
not only /oca/ Fri@ions on the Parts, but a compleat 
Undétion in order for a Salivation.

W HEN a Gonorrbeg has continued a long 
 VY~ while, or long enough for the poi/ozous Mat- 
ter to make its Way into the Blood, or by 4/ringents 
given unfeafonably it cannot make its Exit, then the 
Patient is infected with the Pox..... .. eb ieee 
The Buboes in the Groin conftitute the firft De- 
gree; then follow Pains which cruelly torment the 
Head, and Joints of the Shoulders, Arms.and Ancles, 
coming on by Fits, but at no certain Intervals, unlefs 
in the Night when the Patient is warm in his Bed, 
{eldom leaving him till towards the Morning. .. 3 
There are alfo Scabs and Scurf in various Parts of 
_ the Body, whichare as yellow as a Honey-comb, and 
which diftinguifhes them from all.others.. Sometimes 
they have large Surfaces, anfwering the Defcription 
which Authors give of the Lepro/y: But. the more 
thefe Scabs are difperfed over the Body, the lefs he 
- 4s tormented. . baad to” 
All thefe Symptoms gradually encreafe, efpecially 
the Pain which becomes fo-intenfe, that the Patient is 
tunable to lie in Bed: Afterwards Nodes or Exaffo/es 
varife in the Skull, Shin-Bones, and Bones of the 
ee 4 eh Arms, 
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Arms,. which being attended with conftant Pain and, 
Inflammation, at length grow carious and putrefy’d. 
Phagedenic Ulcers likewife feize various Parts of 
the Body, but generally firft begin with the Throat, 
and from thence gradually creep by the Palate to the 
_ Cartilage of the-Nofe, which they deftroy, and the 
Nofe being deftitute of its Prop falls down flat. 
» The Ulcers and Pain daily increafing, the Patient 
finks under the ‘Torment, and being not able any 
longer to ftruggle with Stench, Rottennefs, and the 
Lois of one Member after another, his mangled, of- 
fenfive Carkafs is hurried into the Grave.

Befides the Symptoms proper tothe Padenda and

the fame Time. * 
_ -I. The Skin, efpecially about the Neck and Breatft,. 
and between the Shoulders is covered with flat Spots 
‘like Freckles, of a rofy, purple; yellow or livid Co- 
lour, fometimes diftin€t, fmall and round like Len- 
tils, fometimes more large and extended. 
It is full of itchy Puftules, Tetters and Ringworms, 
a Scrpigo, a Herpes miliaris and excdens. ‘There are 
_€haps in the Palms of the Hands and Soles of the 
- Feet, with itching, from whence proceeds a clear, 
ferous Liquor, and the Epidermis-pecls off in large 
Flakes. . ; | 
_ It abounds with hard, callous, round Puftules, rifing 
- alittle onthe Top; generally dry, but fometimes 
-moift, fealy, branny and yellow; frequently on the 
Corners of the Lips, and: the Sides of the Noftrils, 
but more efpecially onthe Forehead, Temples, and 
behind the Ears, where they appear in Rows like a 
String of Beads, and gradually creep among the 
Hair. . 
The Hair not only falls off from the Head, butall . 
Parts of the Body where it grows. Then the Nails: 
. Hz become: 
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become unequal, thick, wrinkled and rough; after- 
wards Ulcers arife which caufe them to fall off. 

II, The Infide of the Mouth, Throat and Nofe 
are alfo affected :.The Usula and Jonfils become 
painful, hot, inflamed and. ulcerated; Puftules vap- 
' pear in the Roof of the Mouth, which degenerate 
into round, malignant,’Phagedenic Ulcers, which rot 
the Bone as far as the Noftrils. The Pituitary Mem- 
brane is likewife liable to Puftules, which produce 
malignant Ulcerations which infect the Bones of the. 
Nofe with a Cerzes, particularly the Voamer, which 
being eaten away the Nofe falls down, the Voice be- 
comes hoarfe and low, the Gums being covered with 
Apthe ulcerate and rot, the Teeth ach, grow rotten, 
and fali out, and the Breath is very offenfive. 

Ill. The Patient is excruciated with Pains in the 
Night time, when in Bed and covered with Clothes 5. 
thefe are either tenfive, “pricking, pulfative or rend- 
ing ; fix’d or wandering ; which fometimes occupy 
the mufculous and membranous Parts like the Rheu- 
niatifm, fometimes the Tendons and Ligaments a- 
bout the Joints refembling the Gout ; fometimes they 
are with Tumour or Inflammation, fometimes with-. 
out. . 
_  [V. The Bones are affe&ed in various Manners, 

in the middle Exo/fofes arife, either foft or hard, 
fometimes with intenfe Pain, fometimes without. 
The Heads of the Bones enlarge every Way, but un- 
equally, which produces ‘Tumours, Pains, Difficulty. 
of Motion and ftiff Joints. As the Carves increafes 
they become brittle and break upon the leaf Effert, 
Sometimes they are fo far diffolved as to bend like 
foft Wax, 

V. When the Lymph is infefted, the 4mphatic or 
conglobate Glands become hard and callous, and form 
in the Neck, Armpits, Groin and Mefentery, hard, 
moveable, .circumfcribed Tumours like the King’s 
Evil. The Lymphatic Vefels are dilated, extended 
and enlarged by a thick faguating Lymph and form 
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_ fal encified Tumours or Gummata: In the Tendons it: 
caufes Nodes, in the Nerves Ganglions, and in the: 
Ligaments of the Joints Tophs. . 

VI. Neither do the Ears and Eyes efcape the Fury” 
of this Difeafe, for the latter are externally affected: 
with Pain, Rednefs, Itching, and Lippitude ; and in- 
ternally, being loaded with Humours, the Sight is’ 
deftroyed, and. fometimes a Suppuration fupervenes, 
If the witreous Humour of the Eye is thickened, it: 
caufes a Glaucoma; if the Cry/talline a Catara& ; if 
the Aqueous, Hairs or Spiders Webs feem to float in. 
the Air, 

The Ears are affefted with a finging Noife, Hard-- 
nefs of Hearing, Deafnefs, and Pain, whilft their’ 
internal Subftance is exulcerated and render’d cae 
rious. 

After this Catalogue of Symptoms, it is no Wonder’ 
that all theanimal, vital and natural Funétions fhould: 
be depraved, the Face be pale and livid, the Body 
emaciated and unapt for Motion, and that the Pa-- 
tient fhould fall into an Atrophy and Marafmus.

If notwathftanding your Care in giving {mall Dofes 
of Mercury the Fauces fhould fuddenly inflame and, 
tumily, endangering a Suffocation of the Patient, 
the moft ceitain Reliefs to bring the Humours down- 
ward by fharp Clyfters, and, if he can {wallow it, 
a Catharticby the Mouth.

phur, or 5j to zfs of Sulphur precipitated, with a little 
Conferve of Rofes, two or three Times a Day. Let 
his Drink be chalybeated Tinfure of Rofes, gratefully 
fharpned with Spirit of Vitriol ; or a weaker Lime- 
Water. All his Flannel Drefs muft now be changed 
for a more decent Suit well aired ; and if the Pa- 
tient is already Heéfic, Afles Milk, and the Te/faceous 
Powders are moft proper ; if there is any febrile Pa- 
roxyfms, the Bark muit be prefcribed, which will ine 
vigorate the Blood and check the Salivation.

If a Palfy, by fach inciding, warm and invigorat- 
ing Medicines as may open the Obftructions of the 
Tubes, and reftore the nervous Fluid to be carried 
on in its accuftomed Channels; together with fuch 
topical Applications as may excite the Spirits and 
give a due Tenfity to the Nerves. [See the Nore 
Page 309.)

Another Attendant on this Difeafe, tho’ not the 
Confequence of a Salivation, is an Opthalmia, 
which .is cured by giving gr. xv or Dj of Calomed 
over Night in Conierve. of Rofes, and a lenitive 
Purge next Morning ; fuch as, Jenitive Elefary with 
Cream of Tartar. Sometimes the Patient ‘will not 
own any Venereal Taint, ox it may not be proper to 
enquire ; but you may conclude it is fo by not yet 
yielding to the common Method of Cure. .

When the Patients have a Pox of a long Continu- 
ance, and the venereal Poifon is difpers’d all over 
the Body, they fhould be prepared by bathing and 
drinking Whey. But in a recent Pox the Bath is 
not neceflary, or at leat need not be ufed long, be- 
‘eaufe the Blood is fufficiently diluted. ; 

After this, inftead of raifing a Salivation I bring 
on a Flux of the Belly ; the whele Secret of which 
confifts in keeping the Body open by Clyfters of a 
Decoétion of Senna and the Pulp of Caffa before the 
Frictions are adminiitred; by which the Inteftinal 
Glands being opened, the Mercury will more rea- 
dily tend that Way. When find the Loofenefs does. 
not anfwer the Number of theFri€uions.nor the Quan- 
tity of Mercury made ufe of, I purge the Patient 
with Powder of Jalap, and procure copious Stools. 
which fecure the Mouth. While the Loofenefs is, 
going on,, the Friction dees the Office of a Purge,.and. 
in Propertien as they are repeated the. Flux of the: 
Belly revives ;. and when. it flackens or ftops I have: 
recourfe to the Clyfters and Purges of Jalap. I pur- 
fue this Method till the Symptoms ceafe, and till I 
am perfuaded by the Abundance of the Evacuations, 
the venereal Poifon is entirely drained off. By this 
Method I carry. off the Pox and the Gonorrheea at. 
ence. Dr. Douglafs not only approved, but ufed 
this Method with Succefs. : 

The laf? Method is Sweating with. ftrong Decoe- 
tions of Guazacum. This we have the. firft Account 
of from Sir U/rick Hutten who purfued it himfelf. 
A Pound of Guaiacum is to be boiled in a.Gallon of 
Spring-Water to one half, and the Scum referved to 
anoint the Sores, and a fecondary Decoction was to be 
ufed for common Drink, Boerhaave, who has re- 
commended this Method, fuppofes that a Salivation:

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Will be ineffe€tual if every Drop of Fat in the Blood 
is not melted down into Water and carried off ; and 
the Patient reduced to a Death-like Palenefs. He 
likewife imagines that Guatacum performs its. Tafle 
by refolving all the wxctwous Particles, whether in- - 
corporated in the common Mafs of Blood, or accu 
mulated in their proper Repofitories, and by ema- 
Cciating the Habit fo exquifitely, as not to leave one 
Drop of Oil therein.

Now becaufe Hemorrhages generally proceed 
from fpaftic Contractions ‘which ‘{ftraiten the’ Veins, 
‘we may comprehend why Hypochondriac Perfons, 
whofe Stomach and*whole nervous Caual of the In- 
teftines are affiéted with, flatulent Diftenfions ‘and 
fpaftic Stri€tures from a Diforder of the Periitaltie 
Motion, fhould be fo fubje& to hemorrhoidal Fluxes} 
and why, ifthe Blood cannot make an Exit that 
Way, their Fits fhould be -fo greatly exafperated. 

- But there is another Kind of Hemorrhage which

- In fpotted and malignant Fevers attended with 
great Lofs of Strength, it is exceeding dangerous, 
Jn chronical Difeafes, wherein the Vifcera are de- 
cayed, it is fatal, which often happens to the Ca- 
checric and Hydropic. 

When the Blood and Humours abound, and the 
Blood, by its expanfive Force and Turgefcency hin- 
ders a free Circulation through the {malleft Veffels, 
and fo brings on this Hemorrhage; which happens 
chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal. 
Seafon, after violent Exercife, or from ftrong or fpi- 
rituous Liquors. After a Revulfion by Bleeding there 
is nothing equal to Nitre to appeafe the Orga/m of 
the Blood, and to relax the fpaftic Stri€tures.

and after it from a Retention of Part of the After-

If the Body is cacochymic and full of depraved Juices; — 

Scorbutic, or infe&ted with the venereal Lues ; when — 
the Vi/cera are unfound, and the Liver, Spleen and y 
Mefaraic Vefiels are ftuffed with a black, thick Bloed, — 
this Difeafe is not without Danger. The-;Patient’s — 
Life is greatly in Danger when the Child is dead be- — 
fore Delivery, and a great Flux of Blood happens. 

_ Jt is dangerous when caufed by a violent Extraction 
of the dfier- Birth ; or when Pieces of it are left be- —

ates this has been taken notice of already in 
Bb ic treating of the ApopLexy, yet it is of fuch 
Confequence to Mankind that it deferves a more par- 
ticular Confideration. 

That a Hemorrhage of the Brain, proceeding from. 


a Rupture of the Vefiels, is no Chimera, appears from’ 


Anatomical DiffeGtions of Perfons who have died of 
thisDifeafe. This fometimes happens betweentheSkull 


and the Dura Mater; fometimes between the Dura 


and Pia Mater ; but more frequently between the lat- 
ter and the Brain; and moft frequently in the middle 


of the Vextricles. Sometimes it happens in the Bafis of 


the Brain in a greater or leffer Quantity. From Diffec- 
tions it likewife appears, that the Blood-Veffels run- 
ing along the Membranes and Correx of the Brain 


are fometimes fo diftended with /guid and fometimes 


with coagulated Blood, as to appear like an Aneurifm. 


It is no Wonder then, that by the continual Affux — 
of frefh Blood, the fmalleft Arteries fhould burft and — 
difcharge the Blood ; but this chiefly happens in the ~ 


Pia Mater and’in the Cortical Subflance of th 
Brain. $5 ‘ 

By an Effufion of Blood in the Brain, not only the 
Secretion and Diftribution of the Anima! Spirits is 


hindered, He. 
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hindered, but the Circulation of the Blood through 

‘the Brain is impeded, whence the vital and animal 
Fun@tions are enfeebled, and at length entirely 
ceafe. 7 2 

Thofe to whom this happens fall down fuddenly, 
loofing all Senfe and Motion in an Inftant, all the 
Members are limber and flaccid, the Mouth is wide 
open, and the Excrements and Urine are not feldom 
voided {pontaneoully. 

When the Pafflage of the Blood through the Brain 
is difficult or intercepted, it may be known from the 
following Signs. The Countenance is very florid, 
the Face is {welled or puffed up, the Veflels in it are 
tumid chiefly about the Temples ; fometimes the 
Veffels break in the Mouth, Nofe and Ears,and bleed, 
efpecially after Death. When the Body begins to 
-putrify, the Head {wells to a moft enormous Size. 
‘The Eyes are diftended, prominent and fix’d; look 
glafly and pour forth plenty of Tears. ‘The Heart 
beats ftrongly, and the Pulfe at firft is great, but af= 
terwards becomes languid and flow; the Breathing 
is difficult, with fnorting and {noring. At length a 
Vomiting comes on and Convulfions, with grinding 
‘of the Teeth. — ! 

The antecedent Signs are a Swimming or Giddinefs 
of the Head, a heavy, prefling Pain, a Tingling in 
the Limbs.. The Eyes are difturbed, fometimes by 
Darknefs, fometimes by Corrufcations as if they firuck 
_ Fire; the Eyes are moift and {well ; there isa fing- 

ing and murmuring Noife in the Ears ; an uncom- 
mon Forgetfulnefs, a Dullneis of Wit, a deep Sleep 
troubled with Dreams, and the Night-Mare ; a Tur- 
gefcence of the Jugular Veins, and an uncommon 
_ Rednefs of the Face. 

This Difeafe attacks Men chiefly, from forty to 
fixty Years of Age, efpecially thofe of a fanguine 
‘Complexion and of bulky Size, that live high, 
_ lead a fedentary, idle Life, and love their Bed too 
ie : O02 much 
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much. As alfo fuch as have had any w/ual Hemor- 
_ rhave Sapprefled and negle&t Bleeding. 

This wall be promoted by a Spafm in any particular 
Part, ftopping the Progrefs of the Blood through it, 
and caufing it to rufh withViolence elewhere. ‘This. 
appears from the Hardnefs of the Pulfe in Hemor- 
rhages, which fhews a Stricture of the nervous Coats 
of the Arteries ; as alfo from a Coldnefs of the ex- 
treme Parts, and from a Tingling in the Limbs. 
Hence thole are liable to this Hemorrhage who have 
Spa/ms in the Abdomen, fpafmodie Colics, the hypo- 
chondriac Pailion, Pains from a Stone in the Bladder 
or Gall-Bladder, and have been long coftive. 

dt may be likewife brought on by violent Paffions 
- of the Mind, efpecially Anger and Terror, which 
act immediately on the nervous Parts. Add to thefe; 
unufual Commotions of the Body, and moft vehe- 
ment Fits of Coughing. 

Nor mutt we forget that acrid and almoft poi/onous 
Matter which is expelled from the vital Fluids to the 
Surface of the Body ; for when that ftrikes in or is 
repelled inwardly to the nervous-Membranes, it 
caufes mofl atrocious fpaftic Stri@ures, which force 


the Blood tothe Head. The fame alfo happensfrom — 


the drying up running Sores and Iflues ; from a Sup- 


preflion of Sweat in the Feet, and of Catarrbs ; from © 


the Itch fixiking in, and from the long Abfence of 
the Gout. | 

Sometimes it has been epidemical, which may 
‘proceed from Coldnefs and jadden Changes in the 
Air ; but all thefe Caufes will not take effect unlefs 
there be anImbecillity of the Veflels of the Brain, 
and a Diminution of the /p/aliie Motion. 

The Veffels and Membranes of the Brain are de 


prived of their Tone by Old-Age, by Intemperance, 


by drinking ftum’d Wines and Drams, or from any 
thing elfe that fupifes the Senfes. 


- But we fhould be careful to diftinguifh an Apes | 


plexy which arifes from a Flux of Blood, and that 


which 


* 
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which is caufed by Serum; for this laft is attended 
with a Hemiplexia and Palfy of the whole Side, in 
which Life. is preferved however miferable. When 
there is too great a Congeftion of Blood in the Head 
without breaking the Veffels, the Serum will ooze 
from the ftagnating Blood and fall to the Bafis of the 
Brain or one Side of the Spinal Marrow ; and fo | 
hinder the Secretion of the animal Spirits, and their’ 
Influx into the Nerves ; which deprives the fame’ 
Side of the Body of Senfeand Motion. _ j 

- When the Sanguineous Apoplexy happens; if the 
Patient by Bleeding or other Helps does not recover 
in fome Degree in twenty-four Hours, all Hopes are 
over, and three Days is as long as he can live. 
Death is at hand if the Snoring is more and more 
loud, with Difficulty of Breathing ; if the Heart pal- 
pitates violently, and the Pulfe is great, hard and 
unequal ; ifthe Patient comes a little to himfelf and 
talks idly ; if there are convulfive Motions on one 
Side, and of the Breaft ; if there are cold Drops of 
Sweat in the upper Parts ; if the Expiration is cold,. 
and the Excrements come away involuntarily. 

If there is any Hopes of Recovery the Patient 
fhould be conveyed to fome temperate Place, and 
his Neck fhould neither lie too low nor be quite 
erect ; his Feet fhould be. kept warm and be well’ 
covered. | 
- The-Patient fhould alfo be let Blood as foon as’ 
poflible from a large Wound, that the Blood may 
‘flow faft and freely. This fhould be done in the Ju- 
gular or Arm in a large Quantity, and if neceflary, 
repeated. Some bleed in the Foot firft, then in the | 
Arm.or Neck. Afterwards the Bowels fhould be 
irritated with ftimulating Clyfters, in which Sa/.Gem. 
or'Sal Ammoniac has been diffolved, and made with’ 
Lavender Flowers, Rue, Sage, Marjoram, Savory, 
€sc. with Caraway or Dill Seeds, and Oil of Rue,. -

. There are feveral Kinds of thefe Diforders, the: 
principal of which are a Coma Vigil, a Coma Somnos 
lentum, a Carus and a Lethargy. 

A Coma Vici isknown by thefe Signs; a burn- 
ing and extenfive Pain in the Head, attended with 
a Senfe of Ebullition therein ; they have a flrong 
Tnclination to fleep, and yet either don’t fleep at all, 
or if they do, awake immediately with little Relief, 
but have no Delirium. This Coma differs from the 
Pervigiiium which is frequent in acute Fevers, for 
in this there is no Propenfity to fleep. This Dit. 
order is always Symptomatic, and often attends acute, 
burning, and malignant Fevers; as alfo an Inflam.. 
mation of the Dura Mater, and uthers ina Phrenfy. 
Sometimes it attends an Hemiplegia. 

In a Coma Somnotentum, the Patients are lan>- 
guid, and their chief Complaint is a confant Drowfie. 
nefs. ‘They often fall afleep at their Meals, in Con-. 
verfation, and-in the Midft of Bufinefs, and when 
they are awaked foon fall afleep again. This Dif. 
order principally feizes old Men who live luxurionfly 
and neglect Bleeding, It is a. primary Difeafey and 
without a Fever. . . 

___ ACaxus is a profound Sleep, out of which the 
Patient cannot be roufed by Clamours, Shaking, nor 
even with the Pricking ofa Needle. Or if they are, 
fenfible of the Pain, they continue filent and fall 
alleep again. It is fometimes a primary Difeafe and 
fometimes /fymptomatic. When it is. fymptomatic, it 
isof three Kinds, the fr/ happens in acute F evers,, 
in the Beginning or Increafe; and if Convulfions and 

‘Hiccups fupervene, it is foon fatal. The Second comes 

after acute Fevers, and when the Patient is exceeding. . 

weak, the Sleep will continue for feveral Days; be- 

ing awaked he will anfwer Queftions, but immediately

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fall afleep again. When he recovers, he remembers 
nothing that he faid. If it happens in acute Fevers, 
on critical Days, with a Sweat, it is a good Omen. 
The Third happens a Day or two before Death. For 
the Patient’s Strength being exhaufted, he lies de~— 
prived of Senfe and Motion, as it were in a profound: 
Sleep, and under that expires. 

A Leruarcy is a heavy and perpetual Sleep with — 
fearce any Intervals of Waking. It is attended with 
a Stupidity, and fo furprizing a Forgetfulnefs, that 
when the Patient yawns, he forgets to {hut his Mouth ; 
or if hetakes the Chamber-pot to make Water, he 
forgets to do it, and falls afleep: 

A Lethargy is attended with a Fever, which is a 
Symptom thereof, and is chiefly difcovered by the 
Frequency of the Pulfe; whereas a Carus is often a 
Symptom or a Confequence of a Fever; and is like- 
wife attended with Infenfibility. It does not invade 
fo fuddenly as an Apoplexy, which is attended with 
an Abdlition of all Senfe and voluntary Motion, and 
kills fooner than'a Lethargy. 

‘ Wepfer and Peyer have taught us how to procure” 
Sleep by Art in Dogs, by a greater or lefler Com- _ 
preflion of the Brain, when deprived of Part of the 
Cranium. A Beggar at Paris who had loft Part of 
his Skull, from a flight Compreffion of the Brain fuf- — 
fered Dimnefs of Sight ; from one a little more vio-' 
lent, a Ringing in the Ears ; from one ftill more vio-__

A Coma Somnolentum is always without a Fever,.

Veflels in the Brain, which retards the Circulation, 
and happens to plethoric old Men 2.

Difeafe. of Hippocrates, at- 
tended with black, fetid Stools: The Hyfteric tends 
to the Epilepfy, a fatal Syncope, the Furor Uterinus, 
and an acate Fever. Inthe Diffeétion of hypochon- 
driac.

{chirrous, and. often corrupted ; whereas the Fault 
in the Ayferic is met -with im the Urerus.and its O. 
Varia. : 

The Hyferic Paffion likewife differs from a Syncope, 
in which there js an entire Ceflation of the Pulfe, a 
contracted Face, and a dying Countenance. Whereas 
in the uterine Diforder there is often fomething of a 
Colour, and the Face is more expanded; there is 
Jikewife a Pulfe, tho’ languid ; this State may. con- 
tinue two or three Days, which it never does in a 
Syncope. It differs from an Apoplexy, in which the 
Abolition of Senfe and voluntary Motion is attended 
with a fort of Snoring, very dificult Breathing, and > 
a quick Pulfe, none of which happen in hyfteric Cafes.

This Difeafe may be canfed by whatever promotes 
a more plentiful and rapid Aflux of Blood and geni- _ 
tal Fluid to the uterine Parts, or impedes the Erup- 
tion of the Menfes, or occafions their. Supprefiion.; 
hence Maids and Widows are moft. fubjeét thereto ; 
alfo Women of a fanguine or bilious Conftitution, 
who live high, drink generous Wines, feed on high- 
feafoned Aliment, and are fubjeét to violent Paffions 
and Commotions of the Body and Mind.

ing it aCheck procure Hyfteric Spafms. Some are 
fubje&t to the fame Diforder from the Smell of Per- © 
fumes, fuch as Ambergreafe, Civet, and Musk. 
_ However dreadful and cruel this Difeafe may ap- — 
pear, yetit is not very dangerous in itfelf, unlefs all — 
aanaged, or the Patient-be exceeding weak and vale~ 
tudinary 5 it is moftapt to:turn into Convulfions andan — 
Epileply ; hence arifes the Danger of the hypochon- ~ 
driac as well as Hyiteric Paffion. _When it proceeds: 
from Abortion or hard Labour, it is very liable tore-—

great Danger in not making a proper Diftinétion; 
for though in the hypochondriac Difeafe, violent —

Invafion. Melancholy may be looked upon as the 
primary Difeafe of which Madnefs is only the Aug.

- When Perfons begin to be melancholy, they are fad, 
dejected and dull, without any apparent Caufe ; they 
tremble for Fear, are deftitute of Courage, fubje& 
to Watching, and fond of Solitude ; they are fretful, 
fickle, captious and inquifitive; fometimes niggardly 
toan Excefs, and fometimes foolifhly profufe and 
prodigal. They are generally coftive, and when 
they difcharge their Excrements they are often dry, 
round, and covered with a black, bilious Humour. 
‘Their Urine is little, acrid, and bilious; they are 
troubled with Flatulences, putrid and fetid Erutta- | 
tions. Sometimes they vomit an acrid Humour with 
Bile. Their Countenances become pale and wan;

continually dwells upon; together with a Delirium, 
along, continual Dejection, Dread and Sadnefs with- — 
out any manifeft Caufe, arifing from-a difficult Cir-_ 
culation -of Blood through the V-effels of the Brain, — 
where it is too copioufly congefted and becomes ftag-_ 
nant. Madnefs is a violent Rage, attended with 
Rafhnefs and preternatural Strength, caufed by an — 
mmpetuous Motion of athick, melancholic Blood thre* — 
the Veffels of the Brain.

Though in Deliriums Bleeding is-highly ufefal, yet. — 
it agrees beft with thofe that are plethoric, bilious, — 
and in the Vigour-of Youth ; thefe likewife will bear —

i HIS Difeafe, as it generally proceeds from 
4 the Bite of a Dog, is called Rabies canina, or 
“Canine Madnefs, and from its moft terrible Symptom, 
the Dread of Water, Hyadrcphabia ; it almoft always 
“arifes from the Infe€tion communicated by the Bite 
ofa mad Animal; yet it has been obferved to arife 
‘Fpontaneoufly in fome Animals affected with acute 
Difeafes, [and we have an Inftance ina young Man 
Of the Aydrephobia attending an Inflammaticn of the 
Stomach. ] - : 
-Almoft all Kinds of Animals may be afflicted with 
“this Diforder, and may infe&t other Animals, and 
even 
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even Men; as Dogs, Cats, Wolves, Foxes, Horfes, 
Affes, Mules, horned Cattle, Hogs, Monkeys and 
Cocks ; but it moft frequently attacks Dogs, Wolves,. 
and Foxes, without any previous Contagion. ‘ 
A hot Climate, exceffive Heats and fudden Colds ; 
along, hot and dry Seafon ; feeding upon putrid, 
ftinking, verminous Flefh ; Want of Water ; Worms 
generated in the Kidneys, Guts, Brain or Nofirils, 
are the preceding Caufes of Madnefs in thefe Ani- 
mals. ; ig 
When they are going to run mad, they appear de- 
jected, fhun Company, and hide themfelves ; they” 
will not bark, but feem to mutter or murmur, and. 
are averfe to Food and Water; they will fly upon 
Strangers, but retain fome Regard for their Matter ;: 
their Ears and Tails hang down, and they walk a- 
long as if they were fleepy. This is the fr Degree 
of the Difeafe, and though the Bite is then bad, it is” 
not at the worft. Afterwards they begin to pant, 
hang out their Tongues, froth at the Mouth and © 
gape. Sometimes they feem dull and half afleep 5 — 
fometimes they will run but not dire@ly forward, and — 
foon ceafe to know their Mafters. Their Eyes are 
dejected, look watry and dufty, their Tongues are 
of a Lead Colour; they fall away fuddenly and growe 
raging mad. A Bite at this Time is incurable, and 
the nearer they are to Death, with the more dread- * 
ful Symptoms it is attended. | 
There is fearce any PoifoninfeCtious fo many Ways — 
as this, for it takes Effe& through the Clothes with- 
out fetching Blood; by the Breath of the Animal 
drawn into the Lungs ; by a Touch of the Froth if 
recent ; and by applying it to the Lips or Tongue 
when it has been long dry’d, or by kiffing a Dog 
that is mad ; by handling the Wound or Inftrument — 
which was the Death of the Animal; or by hand- — 
. Ting Things which have been infected by any of the 
former Means,. ) se 
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_ Again, there is fcarce any Poifon which produces 
fach terrible Effeéts, and caufes fuch a wonderful 
Change in the Perfon infeéted. When it begins to 
work, itis moft violent and quick ; and yet, as it is 
faid, it will fometimes lie dormant for twenty Years 
together-before it exerts itfelf. This Diverfity de- 
- pends on the Heat of the Seafon, the Degree of the 
Difeafe of the infe&ted Animal, and the Tempera- 
ment of the Perfon bit. For the bilious are foonet 
affected by it; the phlegmatic and hydropic the leaft ; 
_Ekewife fomething may be attributed to the Way of 
Living, Diet and Medicines. 
__ A healthy Man infeed with this Contagion, finds 
the Effects of it difcover themfelves in the following 
Order. There is a Pain in the Place where he was 
bit, or received the Contagion ; and then wandring 
Pains in the other Parts, chiefly thofe that are near 
it; a Laffitude, Heavinefs, ‘Liftlefinefs of the whole 
Body ; inquiet, troubled Sleep, and terrible Dreams 
with Convulfions, and Sub/jultus of the Tendons ; 
continual Inquietude ; Sighs, Sadnefs, Love of Soli- - 
tude: This ends the firft Degree of the Difeafe. Af- 
_terwards all the former Symptoms increafe, with a 
prodigious Straitnefs orOppreffion about the Pre- 
ordia ; a difficult, fighing Refpiration ; Horror; a 
thaking and trembling at the Sight of any Liquid, 
or bright, pellucid Things; Lofs of Appetite ; a 
Poffibility of {wallowing any Thing folid ; but if any 
Liquid is touched with the Lips and Tongue, it oc- 
€afions an incredible Anxtety, Trembling and ter- 
rible Convulfions, almoft forcing the Patient into’ a 
Rage then a-vomiting of dark, bilious, vifcid Mat- 
ter or porraceous Bile ; an increafed Heat ; a Fever; 
continual Watching ; a Priapifm ; a confufed Series 
of wild, extravagant Thoughts: Here the fecord 
Degree of the Difeafe may be faid to terminate,’« 
Now all the Symptoms grow worfe and worfe, the 
Tongue hangs out and is rough; the Mouth is wide 
open; the Voice is hoarfe; the Thirft great ; ftrange 
Horrors, 


' the Veins almoft empty ; that the Blood is very

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Horrors, ftarting and wild Looks at the Sight of | 
Water; a Frothing at the Mouth ; an involuntary — 
Inclination to {pit at the By-flanders, as alfo to bite — 
them, which the Patient cannot refift. He foams 
at the Mouth, and gnafhes with his Teeth, and 
would do Mifchief if not forcibly with-held. Hist 


Palfe and Breathing fail ; there isa cold Sweat; the - 


higheft Fury ; yet during all this, Time, which is 
wonderful, the Patient continues in his Senfes, and~ 
is afraid of doing any Harm. On the fourth Day — 
from the firft Degree of the Difeafe, the Patient falls 
into Convulfions, with great Difficulty of Breathing, 
and then dies. . 
The Diffection of Perfons who died of this Dif 
eafe, has fhewn, that the Organs of Swallowing have ~ 
been in fome meafure inflamed, that various Kinds 
of bilious Vifcidities are colle&ed in the Stomach ; 
that the Gall-Bladder is full of a black Bile; that 
the Pericardium is dry ; that the Lungs are incre- 
dibly diftended with Blood; that the. Heart is full of — 
an almoft dry Blood ; that the Arteries are full, and 


fluid and will hardly coagulate when expofed to the 
Air ; whereas that which was drawn from a Vein 
three days before, coagulated as ufual ; that all the 
Mutcles, V7 ifcera, Brain, Cerebellum, and {pinal Mang 
row are more dry than common, 

The Prevention and Cure of this Bifeafe, except . 
in a few Inftances, are very doubtful and uncertain ; 
which may be attributed to the boafting Pretences of 
fome to Specifics, and the Negle&t of a due Me- 
thod of Cure, founded on the Hiftory of the Dif= 


So far therefore as may be conjectured from the 
preceding Hiftory of the Diforder, and from com- — 
paring it with other Difeafes, as alfo from. the few 
Inftances which have been attended with a nepal 
Event, it feems chiefly to confift, in an Affection of — 
the Nerves, which mof nearly refembles soe | 

ons 
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fons which occupy the Vi/cera and the Veflels there- 

of, whence arifes a Diforder in the Blood aud Hu- 

mours which is not unlike a gaxgrenous Inflammation. 

The Seat of the Difeafe is chiefly about the Stomach 

and the neighbouring Parts. 

The preventive Cure confifts in making deep Scari- 
fications, as foon as poflibleafter the Bite, in the | 

Partaffeted and thofe adjacent to it, that they may 

make a confiderable Difcharge of Blood, and to ap- 

ply large Cupping Glaffes thereon ; or it may. be 
burnt pretty deep with an a@tual Cautery. ‘Then it 
fhould be made to fuppurate by fome corrofive Ap- 
plication proper for that Purpofe ; and during all that 
‘Time it fhould be continually fomented with a Pickle 
made with Vinegar and Salt; this fhould be con- 
tinued for fix Months at leaft. The Garments he 
had on at the Time of the Bite fhould be cautioufly 
laid afide or deftroyed. He fhould likewife with all 
convenient Speed be dipped in a River or the Sea, 
making him believe that he is going to be drowned : 

This is to be often repeated ; for the Effect confifts 
in terrifying the Mind, not in the Salt-Water, as we 
“have learnt from Experience. ‘Then he fhould be 

often and flrongly purged with Rhubarb, Azarick, and 
‘the Juice of Elder Bark. 
_ The Patient fhould alfo be put into a Sweat every 
“Morning fafting, with a Mixture of Aromatic Vine- 
ar, Sea-Salt and hot Water. His Feet and Hands 

fhiould alfo be daily fomented in a warm Bath; and 
he fhould wath his Head, Mouth and Fauces. 

_ Let him often drink cold Water and throw it up 
“again by vomiting, and let his Drink be acidulated. 
‘His Aliment fhould be moift, light and laxative, and 
-ofcen taken in fuch a Quantity"as to vomit it up a- 

gain. He fhould hkewife abftain from Things that 

are too fpicy, from Wine, from heating ‘hinge, 
from violent Exercife, and from Commotions of the 

Mind. 
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_ . The Cure thould be attempted when the Difeafe is 
in the fir? Degree, and in the Beginning of the fecond, 
by treating it as highlyinflammatory, by letting Blood 
from a large Orificeevento a Deliquium ; by giving 
Clyfters foon after with nitrous or moderately {alt 
Water ; thus,

‘Thefe may be repeated boldly and with lefs Cau- 
tion than in other Cafes.

be forced down his Throat ; let this be his ‘T'reat- , 
ment daily, and at Night let Sleep be procured. ” 
And this Method is better than that pernicious one of — 
giving him the moft acrid, heating and drying Me-_ 
dicines, which exafperate the nervous Syitem, and 
which in this Cafe is as bad as Poifon, to a Patient | 
almoft already parched with Heat. Borru. j 

But Hoffman’s Sentiments on this Head are greatly 
different from Boerhaave’s. ‘The Ancients, fays he, 
were of Opinion that all Poifons were of a cold Na-— 
ture, becaufe they obferved, that a more free Aflux™ 
of Blood to the external Parts was reftrained by 
Spafms; for which Reafon they prefcribed heating — 
Things, and particularly generous Wine as a uni-_ 
verfal Antidote ; thefe, Ce//us feems to have followed,” 
than whom none have written better of the Bites of 
Animals. It is neceffary, fays he, to give pure Wine 
with Pepper, or any Thing elfe that will procure” 
Heat, for Poifons generally kill by the Coldnefs of 
their Nature. Hence it appears how ferviceable Ex-_ 
ercife and bodily Motion is to expel Poifon by pro- — 
moting Sweat. And becaufe in the Bite ofa Yaran- 
tula, the Skin is conitringed, whence a cold ‘ven 
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Of the Hydrophobia. 48I 
and a Coldnefs of the Body enfues, as well as in that 
of a Scorpion; whence bodily Motion and Dancing 
is the molt certain Cure; not the Mufic which pre- 
vails on the Patient to dance, 

Celfus informs us, that it was the Praétice of ald to 
put Patients bit by a mad Dog intoa Bath, andthere 
to let him fweat-as long as his Strength will permit 
atthe fame time keeping the Wound open that the 
Virus might be difcharged from it ; and then to give 
him Plenty of good, generous Wine. ‘This being 
done for three Days, they judged him out of 
Danger. 

_ 1 cannot help thinking a temperate Bath to be of 
great Ufe in all Kinds of Madnefs, as it relaxes.the 
Stricture of the nervous Parts, opens the Pores of 
the Skin, and recalls.the Blood from the Brain to the 
Surface of the Body. And when the Pores are open, 
the drinking of Wine muft_ needs reftore a free Mo- 
tion to the Blood, and affift to expel the Poifon by 
’Franfpiration, from its mot intertor Recefles. Iam 
not ignorant that Immeriion. in cold Water is rec- 
-koned of great Ufe in the Aydrophobia, but upon no 
good Foundation ; for if it is of any Service, it muil 
ibe by driving the Blood more vehemently to the in- 
ward Parts in robuft and hot Patieats, and fo caufe 
‘a more intenfe Motion thereof, whence Heat and 
Sweating will enfue, and the Poifon will be driven 
out. But as this is not always the Cafe, it may do 
more Harm than good ; wherefore Ce//us advifes t 0 
take the Patient out of the cold Pond and put him 
into a hot Bath. Horr. 

_ This may give fome Light into the Nature of the 
Pulvis antilyfjus publifhed by Dr. Mead, and received 
into the Difpeniatory of the College, wherein Pep- 
‘per is one of the Ingredients.

Day and the fame Hour ; they were dipt in falt” 

“Water and came back perfwaded that they haar ye 
thing 
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thing to fear. Some Days after, one of them feels 
anumb'd Pain about his Scars, which grew hard, 
and rofe like Embroidery ; he was foon after feized 
with the ufual Symptoms, and died mad, as did 
likewife another. The Son of the former likewife 


beganto feela Pain in the Cicatrices, and a Swelling: 


with Hardnefs, as did alfo the fourth ; upon which 
being fent for, I ordered them torub a Dram and a 
half of the mercurial or blue Ointment upon the Cica- 
trices and about the whole Arm, which was repeated. 
three Days fucceffively, and then every other Day ; 
after the fifth Fridtion, I left the Interval oftwo Days. 


Befides this, they took every Day a Dram anda - 


half of Palmarius’s Powder. 

After the third Fri€tion the Cicatrices grew flat and 
foft, the Pain went off. their Courage returned and 
their Mind refumed their former Tranquility.

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HERE are three efiential Marks of Poifons: 

which diftinguifh them from other Things, that 
are noxious to-human Bodies. ‘The fr/ is, that they 
confift of moft fubtile Parts, and confequently are per- 
nicious in a: {mall Quantity. The /econd, that they 
pervert in afhort ‘Time the regular Motions of the: 
Solids and Fluids throughout the Body ; and induce: 
the moit grievous Symptoms, even Death itfelf. 
And the ¢/ird, that they exercife their Cruelty on 
the moft fubtile Fluid} and the moft nervous: Parts. 

Some Things will kill in a fhort Time which are 
not Poifons ; as.cold Water drank plentifully when 
the Perfon is in a profufe Sweat; fevere Cold; a 
largeQuantity of Brandy or other f{pirituous Liquors ; 
acid mineral Spirits, as Oil of Vitriol. 

Allthe three Kingdoms have Poifons peculiar to 
themfelves, but the animal Kingdom affords the moft’ 
fubtile, which are communicated by the Bite of mad 
or venomous Beafts when they are angered. The 
mineral Kingdom produces Arfenicals and Mercurials. 
And the Vegetable, Herbs and Plants, or their Parts, 
of a mof acrid, noxious and deleterious: Quality, 
fuch as the moft violent Cathartics, and Narcotits, 
which are noxious from a /u/phureo-vaporous Prin- 
ciple. y 

Every Sort of Poifon feems to have an Effect pe= 
culiar to itfelf ; thus Mercury attacks the Fauces and 
their Glands, producing Ulcerations therein:; Ar 
fenic occafions the moft cruel ‘Torments, Convulfionll 

and Mortification of the Coats of the Inteftines ; the 
Seeds of Datura, a Kind of Stramonium, induce. 
Madnefs or abfolute Stupidity ; Ayofczamus caufes a. 
Stupor, and fo troubles the Imagination, that the Per- 
fon affected believes he fees Daemons and Spettres, 
Opium. 


Of Poifons. 
Opium: brings on Sleepinef and a Torpor on the Mind. 


Sharp, draftic Purges inflame the Inteftines. The. 


Bite of a mad Dog occafions the Dread of Water. 
The Venom induced by the Sting of a Tarantula 
produces wonderful Effects ; for the Patient is de- 
lighted. with mufical Inftruments, and when he hears 
their Sound immediately falls a capering, ufing many, 
antic Gefticulations. The Sting ofa Scorpion pro- 
duces a fudden and exceeding cold Sweat. Litharge, 
anwarily taken, caufes a convulfive Colic, with an 
obftinate Coftivenefs. ‘The Berries of deadly N ight- 


fhade produces Madnefs, Rage, or Folly ; as does. 


alfo the Roots of Cicuta terreftis. 

The Bites of mad Animals have- been already. 
treated of ; and as for others, it appears from Ex- 
perience, that the Bites or Stings of other Animals, 
fuch as Spiders, Scorpions and Vipers, are._moft per- 
nicious in hot Countries ;. and neither the. z/e@s, nor 
any other Animal are poifonous of.themfelves, but 
their Stings or Bites, when they are mad or provoked 
to Anger ; for there is no Hiftory worthy of Credit, 


which proves the internal Ufe of Spiders, Scorpions. 
and Vipers, have done any great Harm to human. 


Bodies ; though it muit be owned they contain a kind 
of cauftic Salt not very friendly to the Nerves; which 
however, being a ftrong Diuretic, has been found be- 
neficial.in the Dropfy. 

The Venom which iscommunicated by the Stings 
or Bites of Animals, chiefly owes its Origin and Na- 
ture to a violent Affection of the Mind, {uch as ex. 
treme and continued Anger: For fuch is the Nature 
of the Paffions of the Mind, . that they affe& the whole 
nervous Fluid, and. by that Means the: whole Com- 

ages Of the Nerves and Membranes, and greatly 
pervert all the vital Motions of the Solids and Fluids, 
as well fecretory as excretory, in which the Force and 
Effects of a real Poifon are contained. Hence it ap- 
pears, that there is no Difference between a Poifon 
and a.yiolent Paffion of the Mind, as to their Efi. 
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486 Of Poifons: 
cacy,. Force’ and Effeéts Thus we have Inftances 
of the Bites of Men in Anger being fatal ; and L 


knew one in particular, that was attended with purple 


Spots, Conwulfions, and a-Delirium, which ended in 
Death. 


TheVenom of Animals, whether ina Rage or Mad- 


nefs, communicates an Infeétion not only by the Sa- 


liva,. Milk and Lympha, but by the Semen, whence 
Women have received the Contagion from their 


Hufbands, of which I knew one remarkable Inftance. 
Horr. 


The Symptoms which follow the Bite of a Virer,. 
are a fharp, pricking Pain in the wounded Part ; a 


‘Fumour, which is firft red and afterwards livid. fen- 


fibly extending itfelf to the neighbouring Parts; the 
Skin frets and breaks out into little Bladders ; fome: —

Hoffman obferves, that externally in all venomous R

“The Ancients, for this, applied the Parts of Animals 
juit killed to the’ Wound ; and Cel/ius advifes to ie 
: . Pullet 
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Pullet in two, ard apply it hot thereto; ora Kid or 

a Lamb, which likewife muftbe laid on hot. Fo. 
reffus likewife recommends the fame, or the Podex 
of a living Pollet. \The Vifeus of the mad Animal, 

and the Oil of Scorpions are of no other Benefit than 

by their emollient and demulcent Virtue. 

But Celjus firt of all advifes a Ligature upon the 
Member ‘above the Wound, but not fo ftrait as to 
ftupify it,and then to put a Cupping-Glafs upenit; nor 
will it be improper, fays he, to dilate the Wound with 
a Knife, that the vitiated Blood may run out. But 
what he mentions of fucking out the Venom, Iam 
perfuaded few will be found to run the Rifque, not- 
withftanding he affirms it is no dangerous Experi- 
ment ; though we have two illuftrious Examples of 
its Safety in the ExgliS Hiftory. 

Linderus advifes to inftill a Drop of Spirit of Sulphur - 
or Vitriol into the Wound ; internally, Ced/us advifes 
Pepper, with a large Draught of generous Wine, af- 
ter which, Sweating in awarm Bath will be proper. 

Boyle obferves, that_a not Iron held over the 
wounded Part, immediately after the Bite, fo checks 
and weakens the Venom, that the Patient will have 
nothing to complain of, but a Pain in the Part, of 

fthort Continuance. — , . 

But above all, Mead, from many Experiments; 
recommends the Fat of Vipers, which being rubbed 
into the wounded Part, renders all others ufelefs ; 

and ifthat isnot at hand, it appears from fome late 
Trials, thatcommon Sa//ad Oi/ rubbed warm into 
the Part, will do as well. 

The Bite of a Ratti Swaxe, hitherto looked 
pon as a moft terrible Accident, may now be cured 
in a fimple, eafy Manner. It is the Invention of 
a Negro, for the Difcovery of which, he had his 
Preedom purchafed, and an hundred Pounds per 
Annum settled upon him during his Life by the Ge-

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Cenvulfions. The Bite of the ‘Ché/idonia is imme. 
‘diate Death ; that of the terreftrial kills in three 
Hours. That of the Pryas produces Dimnefs of 
Sight, Pain at the Heart, Swelling of the Face and 
Deafnefs. Death, after the Bite of this Kind, comes 
on more flow. Drinking Plenty of the fharpeft 'Vi- 
negar is faid to be a Cure; and Cel/us gives an ‘Inu 
dtance of a Boy cured by drinking of Vinegar when 
there was nothing elfe at hand. 

Spipers are of two Sorts; the noxious and harm- 
lefs ; the noxious are called Phalangia ; none of 
thefe weave any Webs, like the domeitic or harmlefs 
Sort. Ofthe former the Tarantula is the moft often 
‘Mentioned, and where they abound the Cure is well 
known. Thecommon Sort are frequently fwallowed 
as an Empirical Cure tor Agues, without any Danger. 
And the Bites of the venomous Sorts are fo feldom 
heard of in thefe northern Countries, that little cer- 
tain can be faid about them. Thofe who have a 
Curiefity to read what has been wrote on this Sub- 
ject, may fee Merthiolus upon Disfcorides, or Mouffer 
upon /x/eZs. Nor will it be neceflary to add any 
thing more of the Sting of a Scorfiow than what is 
hinted at above ; much lefs ‘{hall [ mention the va- 
rious Kinds of Serpents which are Natives of Africa, 
of which we know little more even at this Day than 
what is to be found in the Ancients, 

Heifier {ays, the Stings of Wafps and Bees may be 
cured with Vinegar alone, or mixt with Venice Treq- 
tle or Bole. Some commend the rubbing of the Part 
with the Pulp of an Apple. 

The Toap, fays Allen, is full of Venom, and the 
very Centre and Repofitory of terreftrial Poifons. If 
they have no Teeth, yet their Gums are hard and 
rough, and by a powerful Adhefion fo operate upon 
the Part as to inftil their Venom therein. The Vj- 
rulence of this Animal feems to confift in their Rage 
or their Excrements, particularly in a fharp, cauftic 
Urine impregnated with a volatile Salt ; for Ie

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they aredead they are faid to be not at all venomous, 
“They difcharge their Venom on Herbs by pifling, 
fpitting and vomiting, efpecially on Strawberries, 
which they are faid to be very greedy of. This is 
not only pernicious by getting into the Body, but by 
. being fprinkled on the Skin, unlefs wafhed off im. 
_ mediately with Urine and Sait. | 
When a Perfon is infefted his Skin turns yellow, 

his Body fwells univerfally, his Lips and Tongue 
- grow black, and a Stammering fupervenes; he is 
feized with an afthmatic Shortnefs of Breath, Vomit= 
ing, cold Sweats, Convulfions, Fainting, and at 
Jength with Death. 
If the Patient has fwallowed the Poifon, he muft 
take a Vomit, and a Clyfter ; as alfo warm and at- 
tenuating Alexiterics, as Theriac and Mithridate in 
generous Wine; bathing in Salt Water, and much

The Mineral Kingdom furnifhes very few real Poj- 
fons ; the only natural one is Cobalt; the fadtitious 
are Arfenick, corrofive Sublimate and Glafs of Anti- 
Mony. \ : 
Cobalt isa kind of a Marcafite, which is found in 
great Plenty in the Mines of M:/nia, and is well 
known for its poifonous Quality, fo fatal to Infects, 
Brates, and Men. In making the blue Glafs or 
Enamel, called Sma/t; from this Mineral, a Sort of 
white Flowers arife, which being melted in ftronger 
Fire, is called ahite Arfenich. If this be melted a= 
gain with an eleventh Part of Sulphur, it becomes 
yellow Arfenick, and with a fixth Part of Sulphur, 
red. Of thefe, the white is the moft deadly Pot- 
fon. : 
As for the ¢rue mineral Poifous, they were en= 
tirely unknown to the Ancients; for they reckoned 
Quickfilver, crude Antimony, all Kinds of Vitriol— 
as well as Cerufs, and the Lapis Lazuli in that Clafs. 
But Orpiment, which they called Arfenick, as Ce//us— 
teitifies, and looked upon as a Poifon, is void fe ‘7 
inte 
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Virulence and deleterious Qualities ; and Sandarach . 
they termed red Arfenick, which is made of melted. 


‘Orpiment, but is no more noxious than the former, 
Indeed it muft be owned that the above Catalogue 


are not altogether friendly to human Nature, or may 


be endued with a corroding Quality, but they want 
the true Characteriftic of Poifons. : 

But nothing is more erroneous than to call O,fz- 
ment a Poifon, and to confound it with yellow fac- 
titious Arfenick, But the Moderns are altogether in- 
excufable for making fuch a Miftake. Orpiment is a 
fulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, confifting 
of thin Lamina or thining Scales, and is brought to 
us from the Mountains of Mya near the Helle/pont. 
This reduced to Powder and held to the Fire in 2 
Ladle, burns and emits a Flame with a whitihh yel- 


low Smoak, over which if you hold a Knife, it. 


tinges it with a beautiful- gold Colour, leaving be- 
hind a fort of fandy Particles. The Smoak has 2 
fetid, fulphureous Smell. Whereas common Arfe- 


nick flies quite away in thick, white Smoak, with © 


a moit fetid Garlick Smell, without any Flame, and 
it tinges a Plate of Iron white. It has no draftic Qua- 
lities, either as a Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have 
often tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram 
and a half without any Hurt. , | 
_ Quickfilver diffolved in acid mineral Spirits, is 
likewife a Poifon; though of itfelf it is entirely in- 
nocent.

_ As to the Prognottics, the Spots are fo far from being 
falutary, that the more plentiful they are the greater 
is the Degree of the Corruption ; when they are livid, 
Lead-coloured, and of a greenifh Black, they fhew 
a{phacelous Corruption.

-freed by a cutaneous Excretion, but by large Sweats, 
breathing a ftinking Acor, or by critical Fluxes of the 
Belly ; but it happens by the Benefit of Nature, when 
the Corruption of the Fluids is not great,as well as the 
temperate Nature of the Alexipharmacs. Many are 
aptto fallinto a fphacelous Corruption of the Stomach,

jefs ought volatile Spirits to be given, for they fix, 
the Poifon upon the nervous Parts. Yet Herbs and 
Roots of this Kind are not altogether to be con- 
demned; if mixed with Acids and Nitre, and I have 
- been well informed that a Mixture of Carduus Bere= 
dius Water, and Wine Vinegar, if given, to four 
Spoonfuls, with a Dram of Crabs Eyes and Theriacas 
and repeated, have been very ufeful in the Plague a 
Hall, in 1682.

It is a good Sign when Buboes break out quickly, 
and foon grow ripe; butif they return, Death is to:

__ Ifthe Urine is fuppreffed from an Inflammation of 
the Kidnies or Bladder, Diureticks are pernicious, 
and mineral Waters not fafe ; but rather refrigerating — 
nitrous Remedies, middle Salts, Crabs Eyes, Tartar 
Vitriolate may be given, with a Grain of Camphire 
in every Dofe ; to render them more efficacious, they 
may be join’d to a Decoétion or Infufion of Parfley 
Roots, Eryngo Tea, Ground-Ivy or the like; Like- 
wife Emulfions of the four cold Seeds, with Crabs 
Eyes, Calx of Antimony, and Nitre, or Seeds of 
Violets which are laxative and gently diuretick ;_ to. 
thefe may be added Fomentations, and a Bladder filled 
With hot Milk or Water, or emollient and refolvent 
Cataplafms, and apply’d to the Region of the Kidnies 
or Bladder, or Perinzum, according to the Place of the 
Inflammation, as well as Baths of the fame kind ; 
but above all, Bleeding is neceflary, efpecially in the 
Plethorick, and the promoting of ufual Hemorrha- 
ges. Inthe mean while Aperients and Refolvents

Of Indurated Glands. 


QWellings of the Glands from vifcid Humours;. 
‘wJ which at length turn callous and cancerous, 
arife from an Obftruétion of the Veftels, efpecially: . 
in the Glands, and from thick grofs Humours, 
_ They are known from hard Tumors, which are: 
Generally moveable and indolent ; in this State they: 
are called indurated Glands, and- if they do not di- 
geft or fuppurate in a fhort Time, they grow harder; 
and are called Scirrhous Glands ; and. if thefe, efpe- 
cially in the Breafts, begin to corrode, and are pain= 
ful, they are term’d Carcinomata, or incipient or: 
occult Cancers ; if they have continued along while, 
they are called inveterate occult Cancers ; iftheSkim . 
and neighbouring Parts break and ulcerate,. they are 
Galled Carcinomata and ulcerated Cancers ; whereof 
the former are not feldom cured by proper Medi- 
Gines, the latter fcarce ever, Hippocrates declares,. 
it is fafeft to leave ocult Cancers uptouch’d, becaufe 
they are generally made worfe by Medicines. 

The indurated Glands of the Neck, in Boys, pro- 
‘eed from Voracity and a bad Diet, which are to be: 
cused by correcting the corrupt Humours by Exer= 
cile, by the Force of Nature; and the Length of 

Vime. When this is not perform'd, and they en- 
treafe and multiply, they become. fcrophulous, and! 
are called the King’s-Evil; when they are large,, 

they are called. Strum ; but thefe are feldom inda- 
rated Glands, but rather tunicated Tumors,. which: 
contain various bad Humours in Bags, and encreafe 
) a wonderful Size, inducing: various greivous Evils,. - 
~ At is cuftomary to attempt the Cure, by. various. 
external Remedies ; but thefe are fearcely fufficient,. 
. BD 3 without: 
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without correCling the Intemperies of the Humours, 
for otherwife they generally grow worfe. 

‘The Remedies for indurated Glands, are Emolli- 
ents and Diffolvents; fuch as the Infufions and De« 
coctions of refolving .Roots, Woods, and Herbs, 
taken twice or thrice ina Day ; fuch as the Roots of 
Sarfaparilla, with Guaiacum, of the Roots of Sarfa— 
parilla, China, and Saflafras Wood ; or of the Roots 
of Scrophularia, or Vincetoxicum. Likewife a De- 
coction of Guaiac with Liquorifh Root, with the In- 
fufion and Decoion of Rofemary with Sugar. : 

Befides thefe, fuch Powders as attenuate the 
vifcid Blood, fuch as the Pu/vis ad Strumas, of the 
Mugufian Difpenfatory, to which may be added a 
Grain of Cinnabar, or Mercurius Dulcis. Likewife 
the Crude Powder of Antimony, efpecially with a 
Grain of Mercurius Dulcis in every Dofe, which ‘is 
very ufeful in diffolving the Glands in the Neck of 
Boys. The Powder of Millepedes, from half a Scru- 
ple to a Scruple, with a Grain of Mercurius Dukcis, is 
an approved Remedy in this Cafe, and in hard 
Tomors of the Vifcera. Some greatly praife Erhi- 
ops Mineral: Which Remedies are to be continued 

~ a long while. 

As to Diet, all auftere, crude, grofs, flatulent 
Aliment is to be avoided ; Winter Pot-herbs, pulfe, 
and the like. The Quantity of Food fhould like- 
wife be leffen’d ;* cold unwholefome Air avoided, as 
well as Sadnefs and Reft. | ° i. 

Externally, fimple Spirit of Wine applied hot, or

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My Diabetes happens when the Urine comes away 
A crude, exceeding the Quantity of Liquids 
drank, attended with Weaknefs, which generally 
_ proceeds from the Kidneys, which are too weak and 
lax, efpecially in thofe who have been accuftom’d to. 
‘drink too much. Haisr. 
_ Lifter obferves, that a Diabetes comes flowly on, 
and is a long while in Breeding. In the Beginning, 
the Mouth is dry, and the Spittle alittle white and 
‘frothy ; the Urine being fomewhat more than ufual, 
“with a {mall Thirft. A Heat begins to be perceived 
in the Bowels, which is a little pungent; the Pa- 
tient falls away, and the Mind is anxious and unfta- 
ble. In time the. Thirft greatly encreafes, the Urine 
“Asplentiful, and the Body waftes. When they make 
Water without Intermiilion, the Thirft becomes in- 
‘tolerable ; and though much is drank, it is not pro- 
“portionable to the Water. When the Urine is re- 
tained a little while, there is a Swelling of the Loins, 
Mia, and Teftes, and it comesaway with Pain. Now 
Death is at hand. The Urine is pale, but if I re- 
‘tember right, not {weet ; but it is more {weetith at 
Jaft than at firft. 
__ Sydenham obferves, that the Juices brought into 
the Blood, go off by Urine ; whence the Strength 
‘gradually fails, the Body waftes, and its Subftance is 
Grain’ away ; there is alfo a Thirft, Heat of the - 
Bowels, a Tumor of the Loins and Hips, and the 
Spittle frothy, | , | 
Strengtheners, 
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Strengtheners, moderate Aftringents, and Species 
of Hyacinth, with Crocus Martis, are good in this. 
Difeafe, efpecially with Anodynes: Or ‘apan Earth, 
or the Tinéture of Vitriol of Mars, red Wine, with 
Water in a fmall Quantity ; the Drink fhould be 
fparing, and all Excefles avoided.

The beft Tinéture is made 
with half an Ounce of Flies in a Pint of Elixir Vitri- — 
oli; the Dofe is from 15 to 40 Drops, twice or 
thrice a Day, as the Symptoms indicate.

BS Vesting is rarely a Difeafe of itfelf, but the Effeé 


or Symptom of fome other : Sometimes a copi- 
Ous Sweat is a falutary critical Excretion, which 
frees the Body- from many noxious Humours, or at 
Teaft from thofe that are {uperiluous, as in Catarrhs, ~ 
Fevers, and other Diforders. When it is a Symp- 
tom, which debilitates the Patient exceflively, as in 
Heéticks, Confumptions, in fome malignant and 
other Fevers, it is then faid to be colliquative. 
__ When Sweating arifes from too great plenty of 
Humours, it is not to be ftopp’d: for I have known 
Mmany, who have fweated greatly in a Morning in 
Bed, without any Harm, and without fhortning their 
Lives, and who were always diforder’d when it- 
Ceafed. Therefore it fhould never be ftopp’d, by 
taking off the Bed-cloaths, nor by Cold, nor by 
-aftringent Medicines, nor by Opiates: but if it be 
_ troublefome or prejudicial, the Patient mutt rife early 
inthe Morning, and go into the cool Air, ufinga 
fparing Diet ard Laxatives, that the Courfe of the 
eas may be turned another way ; for the En- 
creafing of one Evacuation leflens another, for which 
Reafon Diureticks are ufeful. 

The exceflive Sweating of hectick and confump- 
tive Patients, is never falutary, but renders them 
weak, wherefore it is a Symptom, and never ceales 
till the Difeafe is cured. Neverthelefs it may he

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diminifh’d by light Covering, attemperating Pow- 
_ der of Crabs Eyes, with Nitre, taken in the Even- 
‘ings and it will be proper to‘add'a Grain or two of 
Storax Pills, with a fuficient Quantity of Whey, or 
Butter-milk, or an Emalfion: If it will not yield to 
thefe, anda Flux of the Belly fupervenes, it is all over 
with the Patient. _ 
The copious Sweats at the End of intermitting Fe- 
vers, as alfo in the-Crifis of Fevers, are beneficial, 
and ought to be promoted by lying quietly in Bed, 
with a fuflicient Quantity of a proper Fluid, and 
Diaphoretic Potions. 4 
When the Patient fweats much after the Cure of 
a Fever, he fhould drink Bitters twice or thrice in a 
Day, with a fourth Part of the Effence of Eveatheriay 
and at Night a Dofe of the Species of Hyacinth, with 
a Grain or two of Storax Pills. 
Copious Sweats, efpecially if cold, fupervening to 
facute, or malignant Fevers, or to Inflammations of 
the /ifcera and internal Parts, or toa Gangrene and 
Mortifications, are generally forerunners of Death, 
which is likely to happen in a fhort Time. |

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i Doioe we have already treated of the Cure of 
| fome particular cutaneous Diforders, yer it will 
not be improper to give a general Idea thereof, and 
the Method of treating them, which fhall chiefly be 
extracted from the judicious Hoffman. 
Difeafes of the Skin, whether of the exanihema- 
tous, pufiulous, or itchy Kind, arife from an impure 
and acrid Serum, flagnating between the Vo/2 Ex- 
halantia, and the nervous and tendinous fmall Fibres 
of the Skin, which are by this Means corroded. 
They are differently denominated, from the various 
Degrees of Acrimony in the Humours by which they 
are produced. ‘Thus there isa moift or dry virulent, 
malignant,

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walignant, or venereal Ich; a Phora, a Serpigo, a 
Leprofy, an Impetigo, an Elephantiafis, an Herpes Mi- 

aris, OX Exedens, a Tinea Capitis, and a Gutta. 
Rofacea Ff 
_ The Mildeft is the benign Itch, whether it be 
moift or dry.. The Moift generally attacks Infants, 
and Children of fanguinco-phleamatich Conftitutions ; 
the Puftules are turgid, with a fanious purulent Mat. 
ter; whereas the dry Itch principally feizes Perfons 
who are lean and old, of a melancholy and cholerick 
Temperament ; in thefe the Puftules are {maller, 
With a ferous Icher, which by, irritating the Fibres 
of the Nerves, under the Cuticxla, produces an in- 
tollerable Itching and Heat. 

The dry, /caly, and crupy. Itch, after the Cuticle is 
abraded, leaves bloody Spots on: the Skin, and is. 
called an Impetigo or Tetter. Thefe chiefly affaule 
feorbutick and cacochymick Patients, and is called a 
leprous P/era, when it arifes to a very great Height; 
me worlt Kind-affe&s the Head, and the whole Body 
is cover’d witha Croft. And the Skin being ulce- 
rated, difcharges a ferous corrofive Sanies, of an 
highly ferid Smell ; the Appetite is fharp, and the, 
Thirit infatiable. 

“When an Impetigo fucceeds the venereal Difeafe, 
it affects. the whole Body, chiefly the. Face, with 
Nodes and Tophi. This is called a venereal Impetigo. 

“Phe Serpigo, or Herpes Miliaris, whofe Puftules 
efemble a Millet Seed, only afleds particular Parts, 
Sthe Legs, Hands, Thighs, Scrotum, and Perinwum, 
8 which arife itchy Puftules, without Moitfture, 
which fall off in Scales, but. return again, This. 
Ometimes affects the Head. To this may, be. re-.. 
em’d the Scurf familiar to old Men, which though 
vithout Puftules, caufes a frequent Scratching. The 
ferpes fometimes attacks the Pybes, Scrotum, and 
Wen the End of the Iuteflinum Refum, efpecially 
vhen the Bleeding Piles begin to ceafe. 
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The Herpes Exedens, called by Celfus the Ignis 
Sacer, is not unlike an ulcerated Ery/ipelas, and core 
rodes the whole Skin with an Ulcer ; and feperates 
into Scales, fometimes thick and fometimes thin, 
chiefly about the hairy Scalp; and when it difap- 
pears, it leaves hard Yumors behind. 

When a malignant Herpes feizes the Breaft and 
Przcordia, and encircles the Body like a Belt, of an 
Hand’s Breadth, itis called Zona Ignea, or the Shin- 

les. It may arife from improbable Caufes; for an 
Ulcer of the Leg ill cured, has produced it. 

The crufly and fealy Itch, which feizes the Legs, 
is called by fome the Elephantiafis. ‘Thefe are 
{welled and full of Crufts, which being abraded, 
leave itching and vellicating reddifh Spots; whence 
a thick Humour being difcharged, it forms frefh 
Cruftsvand Scales. : 

But the true Lepra of the Arabians, or the Ele- 
pbantiafis of the Greeks, is much more loathfome: 
It is a chronical Difeafe which affects the whole 
Body, even the Bones, and the Skin is cover’d with 
Spots and Tumors, which from being red, at laff 
turn black. . The Body falls away, while the Face, 
Legs, and Feet, are enormoufly {welled. When the 
Difeafe is inveterate, the Fingers and Toes are hid 
in the Tumor, and a flight Fever arifing, carries the 
Patient off. 

The Jtch and Leprofy differ greatly from the white 
fordid Ulcers, which appear principally on the muf- 
cular Parts, as the Back, Arms, Legs, Thighs, and 
Loins, difcharging a putrid Sanies. Sometimes 
Worms lodge in thefe Ulcers, which are hard to be - 
extirpated. te 

Thefe Diforders are generally contagious, efpe-_ 
cially by the Skins of Animals and woollen Cloaths. — 
The Seat of Difeafes of the Skin, is the Membrana_ 
Adipofa, from whence the impure Matter cannot 
freely tranfpire, but. becomes acrid, and cosrodes, 


irritates, and inflames the cutaneous Fibres, produ- 
cing 
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_ ting various Puftules and Papulz ; hence fat Perfons 
-are more afflicted hereby than the Lean. This Mem- 
“brane probably contains the Fomes of the Small- 
ie Meailes, miliary Fever, Lues Venerea, and the 
- like. F 
_. Infants and Children are moft liable to thefe Dif- 
_ orders ; and it is a vulgar Error to fuppofe that 
| Achores, the Tinea Capitis, and Itch, preferve Chil- 
“dren from the Small-Pox and Meafles; for many 
_ after the cure, fall into the confluent Small-Pox and 
malignant Meafles ; whence it is evident, that every 
_ puftulous Diforder, has a peculiar Quality loged 
in the Fat. 
_ The different Ages of Patients, difcover a Reafon 
_ why cutaneous Diforders appear in fome Parts and .. 
“notin others. Thus Infants and Children are fub- 
"jet to Favi, Achores,aTinea Capitis, Epiphora, puru- 
~ lent Inflammations of the Eyes,and Serpigines on the 
Forehead and Chin; young Perions are fubje to 
the Itch, Herpes, and other cutaneous Diforders, 
chiefly on the Arms, Hands, and Back; and old 
_ Perfons to itching in the Arms, Scrotum, and Peri- 
_naum ; as alfo a Pfora, Leprofy, Elephantiafis, Ery- 
_fipelas, and Ulcers of the Feet. 
When the Skin is foft, fpungy, and thin, in fan- 
- guineous Perfons, a greater Quantity of Ichor, Sanies, 
‘and purulent Matter is collected in the Veflels, 
which drying, change into Scales and Crufts. Cho- 
lerick Perfons, and thofe of amore compact Habit ~ 
and the Old, are more fubje& to a dry Itch, and 
Pimples and Puftules, with little or no Moifture, 
The Vifcidity and acrid Quality of the Matter 
_ producing thefe Puftules, is apparent from the Blood, 
which in thefe Diforders is vifcid, and as it were 
“condenfed into a Coagu/um, infomuch that it can 
hardly be feparated. 
Befides the peculiar State of the Body in thefe 
Diforders, there are many concurrent Caales, fuch 
as the Suppreflion of ufual Bleedings, whether na- 
m Vou. ll, yak By Sei hiy tural 
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tural or artificial, efpecially if the Patient is luxu- 
riovs. Another Caufe is the Impurities proceeding 
from a Suppreffion of Perfpiration, by a cold. moift, 
vapid and unwholefome Air. For this Reafon, 
thofe that dwell in low and moift Houfes, Marthés, 
Places fubje€&t to Inundations, Prifons, Northern 
Countries, are moft fubjet to thefe Diforders. To 
thefe may be added fudden Changes -of Air, Food, 
Water, and other Liquors. } . 

To thefe we may join bad Digeftion, voracious 
‘Fating, incongruous Food, fmoak-dry’d Fleth, falt 
Bacon and Pork, fat “Aliments, crude Summer 
Fruits, Pulfe, acid Wines, Malt Liquors, and im- 
pure Waters. By thefe Means falt, vifcid, and acrid 
Crudities, are generated in the Prine Vie, and 
conveyed into the Blood. Paffions of the Mind, and 
fedentary idle Lives, contribute thereto. . 
_« ‘Thus Weavers and Taylors are fubje& to a loath 
fome Itch, with a pale Complection, and tumid State 
@f Body. | 

The Prognofficks of thefe Difeafes are various. An 
Ttch, when.caught, is more eafily cured than others. 
- ‘The moift Itch is generally:more mild than the dry ; 
all cutaneous Diforders when recent, are more eafily 

cared than the inveterate, and in the Young than in 

the Old. If they proceed from a Fault of the Vi/- 

cera, they are not curable till that is removed. 

Hence we are enabled to form a juait Prognoftick, if 

they appear after intermittent Fevers, the Small- 

Pox, Meafles, and Lwes Venerea. When they. are 
_ found in the Back, and fatty Parts, like fmall Nodes, 
of the Shape of Glands, outwardly invifible, but may 
be felt inwardly, like Vetches, Peafe and Beans, 
they are highly obftinate, 

The Sma!l-Pox or Meafles, fucceeding an Herpes 
 Miliaris, are very dangerous, and Patients who die 
thereof, have often a mortified black Space on the 
- Crown of the Head. Leprous Patients have te 
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tally been banifh’d Towns and Cities, on occafion of 
the Contagion. : 

In the Cure of cutaneous Diforders, the, Patient 
muft drink no Malt Liquor, but Decoctions of the 
Roots of Coina, Sarfaparilla, fharp pointed Dock, 
Viper’s Grafs, Succory, Liquorice, and Polypodium 3 
the Barks of Saflafras, Eleutheria, and Mifletoe ; the 
Shavings of Saffafras and red Saunders, which may 
be varioufly mixed and boiled in pure Water, allow- 
ing. a Quart to. an Ounce of each Ingredient. 

_ fo carry on. the Cure, the Prime Vie muft be 
freed from. bad. Humours, by gentle Laxatives of. 
Manna, Sena, Rhubarb, Cream of Tartar, Caffia, 
and the bitter purging Salts. 

_ But it thefe fail, Purgatives, Diaphoreticks, and 
Cleanfers of the Blood muft be ufed, that the vifcid 
Humours, ftuffing the Paffages of the Vifcera, may 
Gifcharged. Retin of Jalap, Extra& of black Helle- 
bore, or Elaterium, mixed with Mercurius Dulcis, or 
fEthiops mineral, and Gum Ammoniac, are proper 
Purges. A Powder may be made with a few Grains 
of Refin of Jalap, with equal Quantities of Almonds 
and Mercurius’ Dukis, with a Drop or two of the 
Oil of Mace. Guaiacum Wood, with its Bark, is. 
an excellent Medicine in thefe Cafes. [he mineral 
Kingdom. affords tartarized. and acrid Tinéture of 
Antimony, medicinal Regulus of Antimony ; and if 
@venereal. Taint is fufpeted, a Decoétion of crude 
Antimony is a fingular Remedy. ae 
ta the worft Cafes, we maft have recourfe to 
Mercury and its Preparations: though in fomePa-. 
tients, neither thefe. nor Purgatives, nor Bleeding 
€an be admitted, as in Infants or very old. Perfons, 
Or when the nervous System is highly delicate, and 
the Body rather dry and lean, than fat or flabby; or 
if the Fault is chiefly in the Acrimony of the Hu- 
Mours, for in this Cafe a Milk Diet-will be bef. 

When there is a fcorbutic Lucs, or the. Patient is 
aflicied with an hypocondriack Affection, the me- 
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dicinal Waters are ‘proper, mix’d with half or a 
third Part of Milk. The Se/ters Water is good. . 

If thefe Waters can’t be had, the Patient muft 
ufe Decoégtions of Dodder, of Thyme, Fumitory, Balm, 
Marth-trefoil, Brook-lime, Dandelion, Borrage™ 
Endive, Succory and others. Vipers have been 
greatly recommended, but are of little Efficacy. 

If the Difeafe proceeds from Luxury, Abftinence 
and Exercife will be neceflary. If crude, vifcid Hu- 
mours are in fault; with a phlegmatick Conftitu-> 
tion, Catharticks and Diaphoreticks will be proper, 
When the Patient is plethorick, the Patient muft ufe 
Bleeding or Capping-glaffes. If the Patient is young, 


_Tean and cholerick, then give Whey, mineral Wa- 


ters and Milk, nitrous Preparations and Manna. 
If the Stomach and Vifcera are weak, Stomachicks 
muft be given. If Perfpiration is fuppreffed, Fric- 
tions and gently diaphoretic Infufions muft be made 
ufe of. 
When chronical and cangerous Diftempers termi- 
nate in the Itch, and other cutaneous Eruptions, 
as it were by a Crifis; no Evacuations muft be made: 
The Cafe is the fame when Nature throws out 
Eruptions for falutary Purpofes, for then the Ten- 
dency of Nature mnft be affifted by gentle Diapho- 
reticks, fuch as Infufions of Scordium, Paz/'s Be- 
tony, Scabious, Fumitory, and Cerduus Bencadi dus, 
Flowers of Elder, the Roots of Burnet and fharp 
pointed Dock. Likewife diaphoretic Powders, of 
diaphoretick Antimony, Cerufs of Antimony, with 
an Addition of a fmall Quantity of crude Antimony, 
medicinal Regu/us of Antimony, and its Flowers ; Cin- 
nabar, AEthiops Mineral, and the like. The Pow- 
ders muft be given in an Evening} in the Watersof _ 
Elder Flowers, Carduus Benedié?us, Fumitory or 
Scabious. ; : 
Diaphoretick Medicines alone will not do,’ for 
which Reafon it is abfolutely neceflary in cholerick 
Patients, to give weak Deco¢tions and Prepsiaiaaee 
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of Milk ;-and to. the lax and phlegmatick; more 
firong-and faturated DecoStions,. in fuffcient Quan- 
tities ; and the Sordes of the Prime Vie multbe evae 
cuated. ‘The following Purge is good, .

Sudori- 
ficks are ufed, the Itching is encreafed, and faint- 
ing fupervenes;, we mut abftain from Medicines 
which produce a Commotion in the Humours, and 
give -Mulk with: Waters of antifcorbutick Herbs, 
fuch as Water Crefles and Fumitory, ‘or, Whey or: 
nitrous: Preparations, Emulfion:,. and Baths of tweet 
Waters. 23) 

If the Itch, or other: Difeafes. of the Skin, retreat 
Gr are driven back by Externals, the moft dreadful 
Symptoms will enfue:, In which Cafe give fmalk 
Dofes of Mercurius Dulcis,as an Alterative; as alfo 
eight or ten Grains of the. Flower of Sulphur, with: 

an Abforbent, at which -time the Mercury mutt be. 
omitted ;.if there is a Fever, both are improper. 

. A Salivation muft be ufed with great Caution, ef- 
‘pecially if the Patient is cachectick and fcorbu- 
‘tick ; and the Humours mutt be previoufly corrected: 

and prepared, otherwife the moft dangerous Symp- 

toms will come on. 

_ Infants muft take'fixed, abforbent, laxative; and 
depurating Medicines, on accountof the Weaknefs of

of Mercurials may be ventur’d upon. 

In the Herpes of all Kinds, and the Shingles, Dia- . 
Phoreticks of a: fixed Nature and proper Waters, are 
an.excellent Prefervative. Thefe are alfo to be ufed: in: 
obftinate Ulcers, and internal Abfcefles. 

External Remedies are: of great Ufe in thefe Dif 
Orders. When moift Puftules and running Ulcers re- 
Quire drying, or when the cutaneous Duds are 
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greatly relaxed, a {mall Quantity of Flower of Sul- 
phur, ufed as an Ointment with Linfeed Oil, Ceru/s, 
and Tutty, is much efteem’d. When there is Pain, 
_Rednefs, Heat, and Itching, the Ointment of Cerufsy 
_ prepar’d with a Solution of Litharge in ftrong Vinee 
gar, Cerufs and Hog’s Lard, is to be preferr’d, ef 
pecially with Flower of Sulphur, and a few Drops 
of Oil of Rhodium. A Dry painful Itch, is beft ap- 
peafed by a Mucilage of the middle Rind of the 
Lime-tree, extrated with Rofe-water. Linfeed-Oil,. 
Cerufs, and a little Saffron, reduced to the Form of a 
Plafter, is alfo of fingular Service. 

When the Intention is to purify and confolidate 
deep Ulcers, diftilled Oil of Juniper and Bays, or 
Balfam of Sulphur mix’d with the fame Oil, and 
4Ethiop’s Mineral, may be ufed. 

For a Tinea Capitis, after proper Internals, the 
following Ointment is good. |

But this 
is a def{perate Remedy, and fhould only be ufed im 
defperate Cafes,” . 

Artificial Baths may be prepared, with Dock and 
Elicampane Roots, and fumitory Scabious and Soap- 
wort.

Se in Women, attended with Impudence, 
Reftlefsnefs, and a Delirium is called the Furor 
Urerinus. Erm. I fhould choofe to refer this Difor« 
der to the Head, as there is fometimes a Melancholy, 
and fometimes a maniacal Delirium. 'The Patients 
delight to talk obfcenely, and folicit Man to fatisfy 
their Defires, both by Words and Geftures. 

It arifes from a too great Senfibility, or Inflamma- 
tion of the Pud:nda, or Parts wherein the venereal 
Stimulus refides, which are chiefly the CLtoris ana 

Vagina; or the too great Abundance and Acrimony 
of the Fluids of thofe Parts; or both thefe Canfes 
“may exift together. 

In the Delirium Manxiacum the Patient is entirely — 
‘fhamelefs; in the Aé/ancholicum more referved, and 
her folly is confined to fewer Objects. : 

_ It may proceed from the Abufe of bot Aperitives ; 
‘thus Sal Ammoniac, Borax and Cantharides have pro- 
duced it; from powerful Emmenagogues in hot and bi- 
lious Conftitutions ; fometimes from difficult and fup- 
‘preft Menfes ; from Remedies given againit Sterility. 
Mukk diflolved in Ofeum Aromaticum, and rubb’d on.

gina, whence a Furor Uterinus enfued. : 

It is difficult of Cure in thofe whofe Menfes are

rium is effential and the Furer Symptomatic. The 
Maniacal Delirium is harder to manage than the Me- 
Tancholic.

Sometimes 
they may proceed from a Fever, and RarefaGtioniof 
the Blood. 

An User is hard to be diftinguithed from a Fluor 
Albus: However Pus is always more compact and ~ 
fetid, unlefs it is Lymphatic; and there is always 
a fixed Pain from an Ulcer. The Scurvy rarely 
produces Ulcers. 

All Ulcers of the Urerus are dangerous, when they 
are fiftulous, or {cirrhous, or both, they portend 
Death: The fame may be faid of the Cancerous ; 
or when they are attended with a flow heétic Fever, 
Swellings of the Feet, a Marafmus, &c. 

In order to the Cure, it is neceffary to know whe- 
ther the Ulcer is feated in the Body of the Uterus, or 
near the Os Ureri, inthe Vagina, or whether it be Ve- 
nercal, for the laft muft be treated as in that Di- 
temper.

it is necefiary to form a juit Idea of thofe that aré 
natural. 

The Time of the natural Birth is from the 15th 
Day of the ninth Month, to the End of the 30th of 
the fame; yet fome Women affirm it may be fooner 
er later. Hoffman fays the ufual ‘Time is nine folar 
‘Months; and ‘funker that Excretions from the Users 
being by Women refer’d to certain /unar Phales, 
they reckon their going with Child by the Weeks, 
and that they ufually exclude the Fatus forty Weeks 
from the Time of their being with Child, commonly. 
on that very Day they were ufed to have their 
Menfes. 

The Signs of an approaching Birth are a remark- 
able Defcent of the Womb, anda Subfidence of the 
Belly; ‘The Head of the Fetus falls down to the 
Onifice of the Womb and preffes upon it: ‘The Crt- 
fice of the Womb dilates by the Weight, and the 
Chorien and Amnios being driven forward with.the 
-Waters tuey contain, form a Kind of a Pouch or 
Bladder at the faid Orifice, which fhould be fufferd 
to break of itfelf, or at leaft it fhould not be burft 
till the Woman is really in Labour.. There is a 
Flux of a whitifh Matter from the faid Orifice: Pains 
which extend from the Loins and Groin towards the 
genital Parts: There is a frequent Defire of going | 
to make Water or go to Stool, or a continual Lene/- 
mus: A Flux of the Waters from the Membranes 
which contain the Child, immediately before the.

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- The Infant gradually advances, the above Protu. 
_berance continually enlarging the Paflage, that the 
Crown of the Head may be felt; the Birth is 
then advanced one Third, and the Midwife may 
now affift the Exclufion. .

_ vanced forward, as far as his Ears, he is faid to be - 
inthe Paflage. If the Membranes are not already 
burft, they may now be open’d, and the Waters,

_-in the Arm-pit is fometimes violent. 


It generally continues a Day or two, and ends 
‘fpontaneoufly by the Benefit of Nature in copious 
Sweats, which are proportionable to the ‘cold Fits, 
or preceding Rigors. 

There may fometimes be an Occafion for hot Di- 
luents and gentle Diaphoretics, the Patient fhould 


-ufe a flender Dict, and put the Child often to the 


Breaft; but if fhe does not defign to give fuck, a 


 fiender Diet, teftaceous Powders, and Diaphoretics 


will be more neceflary; and the Breafts fhould 
be drawn by fome proper Perfon.
